Afterwards Sir John Fellows, Mr. Charles Foye, Mr. 
Hawes, Sit Fohn Blunt, Mr. Holditch, Mr. Gibbon, and 
Mr. Chcffer, were feverally call’d in, and examin‘d, 
Then the Examination of Mr. Hawes, taken the 31h 
of Fanuary lafi, before the faid Committee, was read; 
and Mr. Hawes was call’d in and examin’d. Then 
the Examination of Mr. Robert Surman, taken betore 
the faid Committee the 7th Day of. March laft, was 
read ; and he was call’d in and‘examin‘d, and prov’d 
an Account of South-Sea Stock bought by Mr. Knight 
for Mr. Aiffabie ; which Account was read; and: atter 
Mr. Weymnond/old had been examin’d, the Examina- 
tion of Sir Theodore Fanffen, taken before the faid 
Committee the ecth and 26th Days of Fanuary laf; 
and the Examination of Sir Lambert Blackwell, taken 
betore the faid Committee the 25th Day of Fanuay 
Jaft, were read. Afterwards Mr. Gibbon, Sir Fobn 
Fellowes, and Mr. Foye, were again feverally call'd in 
and examin’d. And then the Examination of Mr. 
Knight, taken the 17th Day of January lait ; and the 
Examination of Sir John Blunt, taken betore the faid 
Committee, the 14th of Fanuary lait; the Copy of 
the Warrant tor making forth new Exchequer Bills 
for one Million; and alfo, the Copy of the Memo- 
rial from the South-Sea. Company, relating to the 
iffuing of Excheguer Bills by Way of Loan to the 
faid Company, were read: And afterwards Sir John 
Fellows and Six Fohn Blunt, were again feverally call’d 
in and examin’d. 

The reading of the Papers, and the Examination 
of the Perfons abovemention’d, lafted till about nine 
a-clock in the Evening ; after which Mr. <iflabie 
made a long, fubmiflive, and pathetick Speech, in 
his own Detence ; but what was depos'd againft him 
by Mr. Hawes, viz. What he had caus’d the Book of 
Accompts between them to be burnt, and given him 
a Difcharge for the Ballance amounting to about 
842,000 /. appear’d fo heinous ; and fo home a Proof, 
that after he was withdrawn, the Houfe came to the 
tollowing unanimous Refolutions, viz.

IV. That feveral Parcels of South-Sea Stock, part 
of the faid 7oo0o & Stock, amounting to 20090 ?. 
Stock for 35357 /. 105. were bought by Matthew Wey- 
mondfold Broker, on the sft Day of March 1919, by 
the Order of the faid John Aiflibie, Efq; and thae 
the faid 20000 /. Stock was deliver’d by the faid Mar- 
thew Weymondfold on the 4th Day of March 1710, to 
Robert Knight, late Cathier of the South-Sea Com- 
pany, for the Ufe and Benefit of the faid Mr. 4iflabie; 
and that the faid Robert Knight did then pay the 
faid 35357 /. tos. for the fame. 

V. That the aforefaid 20000 1. South-Sea Stock, was 
Stock taken in and held by the faid Robert Knight, 
for the Benefit of the faid John <Aifflabie Efq; after the 
Propofals of the South-Sea Company were accepted by 
this Houfe, and a Bill order’d to be brought ir 
thereupon, without any Money bre or Security given 
by the faid Mr. :flabie for the faid Stock.

See Company fhould be lent out by the faid Company 
upon their Stock, and accordingly the fame was done. 

IX. That the faid John Aiflabie, Efq; at a Meeting 
with the late Sub-Governor and feveral of the Di- 
rectors of the South-Sea Company, did advife the 
taking in the firft Money Subfcription at 300 /. per 
Cent. and agreed to promote the fame. 

X. That the faid Fohu difabie, Efq; gave in a Lift 
to the late Direftors of the South-Sea Company, of 
the Names of. Perfons to be admitted into the third 
Money Subfcription at roco/. per Cent. for feveral 
Sums of Money amounting to 75300 /. and did there- 
by promote and encourage the faid Subfcription. 

XI That the faid John Aifabie, Efq; has encourag’d 
and promoted the dangerous and deftructive Execu- 
tion of the late Sourh-Sea Scheme, with a View to his 
own exorbitant Profit; and has combin’d with the 
late Directors of the South-Sea Company in their per- 
nicious Praétices, to the Detriment of great Num 
of his Majefty’s Subje&ts, and the Ruin of the pub 
lick Credit and the Trade of this Kingdom. 

XH. That the faid John <iffabie Efg; be for his 
{aid Offences expell’d this Houfe. 

Thea it was order’d, that the faid John <Aiflabit, 
Efq; be committed Prifoner to his Maijefty’s Tower 
of London; and that Mr. Speaker do iffue his Wat- 
rant accordingly. 

And that Leave be given to bring in a Bill for 
reftraining John Aiflabie, Efg; from going out of this 
Kingdom for the Space of one Year,and until the End 
of the next Seffion of Parliament, and for difcover- 

ing 
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ing his Eftate and Effeéts, and for preventing the 
tranfporting or alienating the fame; and that Mr. 
Hutchefon and the Mafter of the Rolls do prepare and 
bring in the fame. 

The Honfe having fate till paft twelve at Night, 
the farther Confideration of the Report from the 
Committee of Secrecy, was put off till the roth, 
when Sir George Cafwal, and feveral other Perfons 
were order'd to attend ; and then the Houfe adjourn’d 
to that Day. . 

March 10. The Commons order’d their Serjeant at 
Arms to take Care, that no Footmen be permitted 
to be within the Lobby of the Houfe, or upon the 
Stairs leading thereto; and that he thould, from 
Time to Time, call the Conftables in waiting to his 
Affiftance, to fee this Order executed.

dated the 18th of February 1719. And Mr. Robert 
Surman, Mr. Teftard, and Mr. Poulter, were feverally 
aall’d in and examin’d. Then the Examination of 
Mr. Fofeph Stanburgh, taken before the faid Committee 
the 2xft of Fanuary 1720, was read ; and he was call’d 
in and examin’d, Then feveral Books of Turner and 
Company, viz. the Stock- Ledger F. fo.86, of. 
Stokes’s Account of the 11th of June 1720; the drawing 
Cath-Ledger to.1, 759, of the rith of June 1720 5 
and the Stock-Ledger G. fo. 7, for the Account of 
Sawbridge and Company, were read. Then Mr. Mount 
was call’d in, and produc’d the Night Cafh-Book of 
Turner and Company, tor the roth and 12th Days of 
December 1720, which was read, and he was examin’d. 
Then the Examination of Mr. Jacob Sawbridge, Senior, 
taken before the Committee of Secrecy the zoth Day.

taken before the faid Committee the, 21ft Day of 7a- 
nuary \aft, were read. And then Mr. Surman was 
again call’d in and examin’d. And then Mr. Elias 
Turner ; and Mr. John Mount were feverally call’d in 
and examin’d ; and the Cath-Book of Turner and 
Company of the 18th of February laft 1719, was read, 
_ After this, Sir George Ca/wal was heard in his Place, 
and, in his Defence alledg’d, ‘That he had madea 
* lawful Bargain for the Stock in Queftion with Mr, 
© Knight, and had feveral Times offer to pay the 
© Value of it, but was put off, from Time to ‘aa 
© by Mr. Xnight, who told him, he was not at Leifure 
© to make up Accounts with him ; and that Mr. Anighe 
* had fufficient Security in his Hands.* To prove 
which Sir George call’d feveral Witneffes. Hereupon 
three or four Members fpoke in his behalt, and among 
other Things faid, they were fatisfy'd he had given 
fufficient Security : But the Queftion being put whe- 
ther he had or not. It was carry’d in the Negative 
by 227 Voices againft 92. 

Then Sir George Cafwal ftood up again, and ex- 
prefs'd his great Sorrow, * That he had the Misfortune 
© to fall under the Difpleafure of the Houfe ; which 
© Jay the more heavy upon him, becaufe he was not 
© confcious of any Crime, unlefs it were the extraor- 
© dinary Zeal and Affection he had fhewn for the 
© Support of the prefent happy Settlement, having 
© aflifted the Government with vaft Sums of Money, 
© at three per Cent. when they could get it no where 
* elfe:’ For the Truth of which he appeal’d to the 
Members of the Houfe, who were then Commifli- 
oners of the Treafury. Hereupon Mr. Clayton ftood 
up and witnefs’d to the Truth of his Allegation: But 
his paft Services not being thought a fufficient Atone- 
ment for the great Share he had in the fraudulent 
Management of the South-Sea Scheme, after he was 
withdrawn, the Houfe came to the following Refo- 
lutions, viz. . 

I. That it appears to this Houfe, that during the 
Time the Bill for enabling the South-Sea Gompents 
to enlarge their Capital Stock and Fund was depend- 
ing in Parliament, s0000 /.

That: the faid Sir George Cafwal, by concur- 
ring with his Partners the faid Elias Turner, and Facod 
Sawbridge, in having the faid soc00/. Stock taken 
in or held as aforefaid, has been Guilty of a corrupt, 
infamons and dangerous Prattice, highly refleCting on 
the Honour and Juftice of Parliament, and de- 
ftructive to the Intereft of his Majefty’s Government.

Offence, expell’d this Houfe. 

V. That the faid Sir George Cafwal be committed 
Prifoner to his Majefty’s Tower of London ; and that 
Mr. Speaker do iffue his Warrants accordingly.

Sir George Cafwal, Facob Sawbridge, and Elias Turner, 
be fubje& and liable to anfwer and make good: to the 
South-Sea Company the aforefaid Sum ot 250000 /.

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March 14. Mr. Hutchefon prefented to the Houfe, 
A Bill for veftrainimg john Aiflabie Efq; from going 
out of this Kingdom &c. and for difcovering his Eftue 
and Effets,.8cc. which was read the firft Time, and 
order’d to be read a fecond.

Francis Hawes, Mr. William Aftel, Sir Fohn Fellows, 
and Sir Theodore Fanffen, taken before the faid Com- 
mittee, were read ; and afterwards Mr. Foye, Mr. Gib- 
bon, Mr. Chefter, Mr, Holditch, and Mr. Surman, were 
feverally call’d in, and examin’d. 
. Then a Motion was made, that it appears to the 
Houfe, that, after the Propofals of the South-Sea Com- 
pany were accepted by this Houfe, and a Bill orderd 
to be brought in thereupon, and before fuch Bill

&ions. That cicklifh Affair being over, the Com- 
mons put off the farther Confideration of the Report 
from the Committee of Secrecy, till the Friday fol- 
lowing. 

March 16. Upon a Complaint of the great Rudenefs 
of Footmen, and of their Difobedience to the Orders 
which had been made concerning them ; the Ser- 
jeant at Arms was order'd immediately to go and take 
into his Cuftody all fuch Footmen as he thould find 
in the Lobby of the Houfe, or upon the Scairs lead- 
ing thereto ; and that he fhould from Time to Time, 
tike into his Cuftody fuch Footmen as fhould pre- 
fume to difobey the Orders of the Houfe: And it 
was alfo order’d, that no fuch Foormen be difcharg’d 
out of Cuftody, but by the fpecial Order of the 
Houfe. After this, according to the Order of the 
Day, the Houfe was call’d over; and the Names of 
fuch Members as made Default to appear were noted 
down, and it was order’d, that the fame be call’d 
over on that Day Sevennight. 

On the 17th of March, the Houfe being inform’d, 
that the Serjeant at Arms had, purfuant to the Order 
of the Day before, taken into his Cuftody feveral 
Footmen, either inthe Lobby or on the Stairs lead - 
ing thereto, it was order’d that the faid Footmen be 
difcharg’d out of Cuftody, making reafonable Satis- 
faction to the Serjeant at Arms for the Charges of 
their Confinement. Then the Order of the Day 
being read, for the Houfe to take into farther Confi- 
deration the Report from the Committee of Secrecy, 
Mr. Hutchefon repréfenced, ‘ That it was impoffible 
‘to proceed in fo important an Affair, without expo- 
‘ fing the Juftice of Parliament to be baffled, as it 
‘had been in fome late Inftances, fo long as they 
* wanted fo material a Witnefs as Mr. Robert Knight : 
’ And therefore he mov’d, and, being feconded, it 
was refolv’d, Nemine Contradicente, that an humble 
Addrefs be prefented to his Mayefty, humbly to de- 
fire his Majefty that he would be pleas’d to impart to 
this Houfe, the Advices his Majefty has receiv’d, or 
fhall receive, from Abroad, concerning his gracious 
Endeavours to bring over Robert Knight, late Cathier 
of the South-Sea a to anfwer to the Jultice 
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of the Kingdom: Which Addrefs was order’d to be 
cap eae by fuch Members of the Houfe as were of 

is Majefty’s moft honourable Privy-Council. Tt was 
by many conjectur’d, that the Remora that hindred 
My. Xaight’s coming over, was rather in London than 
in Vienna or Bruffels : But be that as it will, the Com. 
mons having in the mean Time, no great Bufinefs be- 
fore them, adjourn’d themfelves to the zoth. 

It was generally expected, that on Friday the 17th, 
the Commons would have proceeded to that Part of 
the Report from the Committee of Secrecy which 
related to James Crages Senior Efq; but whether the 
Terror of his approaching Tryal, or the Lofs of a 
beloved Son, for whom he had been amafling val 
Heaps of Riches, caft a Damp upon his Spirits, he & 
dy’d the Day before, about ten a-clock at Night, in j 
a Lacheanieh Fit ; leaving behind him an Eftate valued 
at one Million and a half, to be divided among his 
three Daughters ; who are marry’d to three Members 
of Parliament, viz. Mr. Trefufis, Mr. New/bam, and 
Mr. Elliot. 

To proceed : On the 20th of March, the Commons 
order’d their Speaker to iffue his Warrant for a new 
Writ for the ele&ting a Burgefs for the Borough of 
Rippon, in York-frire, in the Room of Fobn <Aiflabie, 
Efq; expell’d the Houfe. Then Mr. Controller ac- 
quainted the Commons, that their Addrefs, relating 
to Mr. Xzight, having been prefented to the King, 
his Majefty had commanded him to lay before the 
Houfe, feveral Letters and Papers containing Ad- 
vices from Flanders concerning him (with a Schedule 
ot them) and, at the fame Time, to acquaint the Houfe, 
that his Majefty had not receiv’d any Advice of Co- 
Jonel Churchill’s being got to Vienna, nor any Letter 
trom thence relating to Mr. Xnight ; that as foon as 
any ihould come to his Majefty, they thould be laid 
before the Houfe : Hereupon feveral Letters from 
Mr. Learhes, his Majefly’s Refident at Bruffels, to the 
Secretary of State, were read, importing in Subftance, 
* That purfuant to his Orders he had made the moft 
© prefling Inftances with the Marquefs de Prie, for the 
. Dives up of Mr. Knight: But had been anfwer'd 





© that the faid Marquefs had not receiv’d any In- 
© ftructions from Vienna about that Matter ; that, in 
‘ the mean Time, he was apprehenfive that the fame 
© would meet with great Difficulties: That the Grefier; 
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€ or Secretary, of the States of Brabant, had been twice 
¢ with the faid Marquefs, to reprefent to him, that 
© according to one of the Articles of the Joyful Entry 
© of Brabant, which was granted them by the Emperor 
© Charles V. and has been fworn to by all his Succeffors 
© (and which theylook upon as their Magna Char- 
* ta) no Perfon charg’d with, or apprehended for any 
* Crime, can be remov’d to be tryd out of their Pro- 
© vince ; and that the Deputies of the States infifted 
© upon that Article, of which the Refident had en- 
| © clos’d a Copy in French, which was alfo read in the 
® Houfe. 

-  Moft of the Members appear’d furpriz’d at the un- 
expected Difficulty about the delivering up Mr. Xnighr, 
which was ftarted, in the Name of the States of Bra- 
bant; and the Lord Mole/worth among others {aid 
thereupon : That *twas to be hop’d, they fhould have 
a more fatisfattory Anfwer from Vienna, than they 
had trom Brufféls : But if they had not, it would, 
in his Opinion, be proper to call for the Treaties 
lately enter’d into with the Houfe ef Auffria, to know 
upon what Motives we have been at fo great an Ex- 
pence of Blood and Treafure, and have fent our Men 
of War to rot and be worm-eaten in the Mediterranean, 





to conquer Kingdoms for the Emperor? Adding, 
that if that a Priviledge of the States of Bra- 


bant, fhould be infifted upon, they might remove 
that Obftacle, by addrefling his Majefty to grant 
his Pardon to Mr. Knight, in Order to have him 
brought over: But that it was proper not to make 
any farther ~~ in that Affair, till they were acquaint- 
ed with the Succefs of Colonel Churchill's Negotia- 
tion at Vienna, Then Mr. Farrer reported the Refo- 
lution of the Committee of the whole Houle, upon 
the Petition of Merchants and Makers of Herrings in 
Great Yarmouth, viz. That the taking off the Duty 
upon all Salt us’d in the curing and making of Red- 
errings, and inftead thereot laying a proportiona- 
ble Duty upon all Red-Herrings confum’d at Home 
only, will be a Service to the Makers and Curers of

March 21.Mr.Weftcomb Secretary to the South-SeaCom- 
ny, prefented to the Commons, the Refolutions of the 
neral Court otf the faid Company, held the oth 
and 18th Days of March Inftant, relating to the four 
Money-Subfcriptions. Then, after the reading - -

feveral Petitions, the Commons, in a grand Com- 
mittee, confider'd farther of the Reprefentation from 
the Lords Commiffioners for Trade and Plantations, 
selating to the Prohibition of Callicoes ; and came 
to feveral Kefolutions. 

On the 22d Mr. Controller acquainted the Com- 
mons, That his Majefty having, the Day before, 
seceiv'd a Letter from Colonel Churchill, directed to 
the Lord Vifcount.Townfhend, dated Vienna the 4th of 
March, 1720-21, had commanded him (purfuant to 
the Addrets of the Houfe) to lay a Copy thereof be- 
fore the Houfe; which Mr. Controller prefented to 
the Houfe accordingly. The Copy of that Letter was 
thereupon read, importing in Subftance ; that he was 
juft arriv'd at Vienna, and would not lofe one Moment; 
in making the moft prefling Inftances to the imperial 
Court, for the delivering up ot Mr. Knight ; and that 
he did not doubt Succefs, unlefs the Privileges ot 
the States of Brabant interfer’d : Several fmart Re- 
fieGions were made (particularly by the Lord Molef- 
worth) wpon the frivolous Pretence that was made 
ufe of, to baffle his Majefty’s gracious Endeavours to 
bring over Mr. Xnight : But the Houfe did not think 
fit to come to any Refolution theupon; and then, 
in a Grand Committee went through the Bil! for the 
better eftablifring of publick Credit, by preventing, for 
the future, the infamous Prafice of Stock-Fobling The 
fame Evening Colonel Churchill arriv’d from Vienna, 
which being known the next Morning, occafion’d 
a general Surprize. 

March 22. Mr Farrar reported to the Commons, 
the Refolntions of the Grand Committee, upon the 
Reprefentation of the Lords Commiflioners for Trade 
and Plantations, relating to the Prohibition of Cal- 
Jicoes, &9'c. viz. 

1. That the carrying on of any Trade by his Ma- 
jefty’s Subjects to the Eaf-Indies under foreign Com- 
miffions, or in Conjunétion with Foreigners, is of 
pernicious Confequence to the Commerce and Welfare 
of this Kingdom, and that an effectual Stop ought to 
be put thereto,

That the allowing the Importation of Tea by 
Certificates trom Offend, and other foreign Places, 
not being the Place of its Growth, tends to promote 
the illegal Trade carry’d on by his Majefty’s Subjects 
to the Eaf- Indies under foreign Commiflions, and in 
Conjunction with Foreigners, and is very prejudicial 
to the Trade and Navigation of this Kingdom. 

1V. That it will be for the Benefit of the Trade 
of this Kingdom, that the Time given for Drawbacks 
for all Goods and Merchandizes imported, and after- 
wards exported, be enlarg’d. 

V. That it will be for the Benefit of the Trade of 
this Kingdom, that the Time given the Ea/t-India 
Company for their Difcounts, and others Allowances, 
be enlare d. 

VI. That the £a/-Indiz Company be allow’d to 
{hip out Stores, Provifions, and Neceffaries for main- 
taining their Garrifons and Settlements, tree of all 
Duties: And it was order’d, that a Bill be brought 
in purfuant to the faid Refolutions. 

hen the Houfe proceeded to call over the Names 
of fuch Members as made Default to appear upon the 
Call of the Houfe on the 16th, and feveral of their 
Names were call’d over, and many of them appear’d, 
and others were excus’d : But while the Commons 
were bufie about this Affair, they were fent for up, by 
the Gentleman Uther of-the Black-Rod, to attend 
the King in the Houfe of Lords, where his Majefty 
being come with the ufual State and Solemnity, the 
Royal Affent was given to the following Bills, viz.

The Commons being return’d to their Houfe, pro- 
ceeded to call over the reft of the Names of {uch 
Members as made Default to appear on the réth, and 
order’d Charles Parker Efq; to be taken into the Cufto- 
dy of the Serjeant at Arms; and that the Houfe be 
call’d over again upon the next Day three Weeks. 

March 24. Several Members had Leave to go into 
the Country, either for Recovery of Health, or upon 
extraordinary Occafions: And then the Honourable 
Henry Berkeley Efq; one of the Knights of the Shire 
for the County of Gloucefer, prefented to the Com- 
mons.a Petition of the Grand-Jury, Juftices of the 
Peace, Gentlemen, and Freeholders, of the County of 
Gloucefter, at the Affizes held the 11th Day of March 
1720 ; and alfo of the Mayor, and Aldermen, and 
Grand-Jury of the City of Gloucefter, which was read, 
complaining of the mifchievous Effeéts which the 
Trade of che Nation, and particularly the clothing 
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Manufactures of the faid Counry lie under, by the 
treacherous Praétices and Mifinanagement of the late

This Petition was order’d to lie on 
the Table, and after the difpatching of fome private 
Affairs, Mr. Speaker was order’d ro iffue out his War- 
rant for a New Writ for the electing a Knight of 
the Shire tor the County of Ruzland, in the Room 
ofthe Right Honourable John Manners, Efq; (coni- 
inonly call’d Marquefs of Granby) now Duke of Rur- 
land, call’d up to the Houfe of Peers. Then Mr. Far- 
verreported the Amendments made to the Bill for pre- 
venting the infamotis Practice of Stock-Fobbing, which 
heing agreed to, the faid Bill was order'd to be in- 
grofied. Colonel Churchill being come into the Houle; 
of whith he is a Member, it was expected that an 
Account of his Negotiations would, that Day, have 
been laid before the Commons: But they were 
only given to underftand, that as foon as the Dif- 
patches he brought from Vienna could be tranflated, 
they thould be laid before the Houfe, who thereupomn 
adjourn’d till the 27th. ; 
Being then met again, Mr. Speaker laid before

Jekyl, and the Lord Molefworth, ftrongly fupported 
Mr. Hutchefon, and, in particular, thew’d, that ic 
was incumbent on fome Perfons in the Adminiftration 
tohave Mr. Knight brought over in order fully to clear 
their own Innocence ; otherwife, tho’ acquitted, they 
would flill be look’d upon as Criminal. Urging, that 
jt was matter of Wonder, that fo frivolous a Pretence, 
asthe Privileges of the States of Brabant, thould be 
made Ufe of to put a Stop to fo important an Inquiry, 
efpecially confidering how little thofe Privileges had 
been regarded in more material Points; and what 
Obligations the Houfe of dufiria lay under to the 
Brit Nation. Sir & d St——e_offer'd fome- 
thing againft obliging Mr. Knight to be an Evi- 
dence, whether he would er no: But no great Strefs 
was laid upon it. On the other Hand, Mr. Lechmere 
seprefented, that in all probability the Court of 
‘ Vienna had not, at firft, fully confider’d the Import- 
‘ance of the Inftances that were made to them in 
* his Majefty’s Name, and at the Defire of the Com- 
* mons of Great Britain: But that it was to be prefum’d

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An alfo to reprefent, that this Houfe is every Day

And earneitly to befeech his Majefty, ¢o imploy his 
moft prefling Cishavcu, in fuch Manner, as in his 
great Wifdom fhall be thought proper, for attaining 
the jwit Defire of his Commons.

which was read, order’d to lieon the Table, and is 
as follows.

TS your Petitioners think it their Duty moft 
humbly to reprefent to this Honourable Houfe 
the prefent State of the City of London, fo confide- 
rable a Part of the Kingdom, now fill’d with num- 
berlefs Objects of Grief and Compaflion, the fad 
Effe&ts of the bfifmanagement, Avarice, and fatal 
Contrivances of the late Dire&tors of the South Sea 
Company, their Aiders, Abettors, and Confederates, 
in the Deftruction of their Country.

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Nor is it the Cafe of this great ae alone your Pe- 
titioners lament; but the general Decay of Trade, 
Manufactures, and of publick Credit, whereof this 
Honourable Houfe have been always fo extreamly ten- 
der, as alfo of the Honour of the Britif/ Name and 
Nation. 

Your Petitioners beg Leave to return their moft 
humble Thanks to this Honourable Houfe for the great 
Pains they have taken to relieve the unhappy Sufferers, 
by compelling the Offenders to make Reititution ; as 
likewife for their conrinu’d Application to lay open 
this whole Scene of Guilt, notwithftanding the in- 
duftrious Artifices of fuch Sharers in the common 
Plunder, as have endeavour'd to obftruct the Deteéti- 
on of Fraud and Corruption: And your Petitioners 
doubt not, but the fame Fortitude, Impartiality, and 

ublick Spirit, wherewith this Honourable Houfe have 
Siiuae acted, will ftill animate them inthe Purfuit 
of thofe truly great and noble Ends. 

We are too fenfible of the Load of the publick 
Debts, not to wilh that all proper Methods may be 
taken to lefien them; and it is an infinite Concern 
to us, that the Payment of a preat Sum towards them 
(which was expected from the late Scheme) is now ren- 
der’d extreamly difficult, if not impra¢ticable; and 
yet is a Cloud hanging over the Heads of the prefent 
unfortunate Proprietors of the South Sea Company, 
anda great Damp to publick Credit. We will not 
prefume to mention in what Manner Relief may be 
given in this arduous Affair, but moft humbly fubmit 
it to the Confideration of this Honourable Houfe. 





Your Petitioners therefore moft humbly pray this Ho- 
nouvable Houfe wil! be plers'd to take fuch farther 
Meafures, as they, in their great Wifdom, foall 
judge proper, that Trade may flourif, publick Cre- 
dit be veflor’d, and Fuftice done io an injur'd Peo- 
ple: And your Petitioners foall ever pray, &c. 


Then the Houfe being inform’d, that Brigadier Ge- 
neral Stamwix (a Member of this Houfe) had, fince 
his Ele&tion for the City of Cuzrlife, accepted the 
Office of Governor of the Town of Xingflon upon Hult, 
and defir’d the Opinion of the Houfe, Whether 
by fuch Acceptance, his Election became void ? The 
Commiflion conftituting him Governor of the faid 

scan Town, 
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Town, was produc’d, and read at the Table; and 
a Motion being made, and the Queftion ss puts 
that it os ap to this Houfe, that the Office of Go- 
vernor of the Town of Aingflon upon Hull is an Office 
in the Army; it paffed in the Negative, and it was 
order’d, that Mr. Speaker do iffue his Warrant to the 
Clerk of the Crown to make out a mew Writ for the 
electing a Citizen for the faid City of Carlifle, in the 
Room of Brigadier Stanwix. It was alfo order’d, rit. 
That the Committee of Secrecy have Leave to fit, not- 
withftanding any Adjournment of this Houfe. Second- 
ly, That the Committee to whom the Duplicates of 
the Inventories or Particulars of the Eftates of the late 
Sub-Governor, Deputy-Governor, Direétors, Deputy- 
Cafhier, and Accomptant of the South-Sea« Company, 
were referr'd, have alfo Leave to fit, notwithftanding 
any Adjournment of this Houfe. Then the Serjeant 
at Arms being call'd upon by the Houle to give an 
Account what he had done in Relation to Charles Par- 
ker, Efq; (who was order’d to be taken into Cuftody 
for neglecting his Service in Parliament) he acquainted 
the Houfe, that he had fent one of his Meffengers in- 
to the Country for him, and that the Meffenger was 
return’d ; and the faid ys a being call’d in, gave 
‘the Houfe an Account, that he found Mr. Parker very 
ill, that he kept his Chamber, and had a Phyfician 
with him, who faid, he was notable to goalong with 
the Meffenger without apparent Danger of his Life. 
And Mr. Speaker acquainted the Houfe, that he had re- 
ceiv'd a Letter from the faid Phyfician to the fame Pur- 
et Upon which it was order'd, that the faid Mr- 
arker be difcharg’d out of Cuftody, paying his Fees ; 
and then the Houfe adjourn’d till the 1gth of Apri?. 
Being then met again, Sir John Fennings, from the 
Lords Commiffioners of the Admiralty prefented to 
the Houfe, an Eftimate of the Debt of Fis Majefty’s 
Navy, as it ftood on the 31ft of December, 1720. At 
ter which, the Petitions of the City of Worcefter, Bo- 
rough of St. Albans in Hertfordfbire, City of New Sarum, 
City of Rochefter, and Borough of Shaftsbury in Dor- 
fethive complaining of the unparallel’d Miferies and 
isfortunes, which the Nation labours under, by 
the Corruption and Mifmanagements of the late Sourh- 
Sea Direétors, their Aiders, and Abettors ; returning 
Thanks to the Houfe for the Pains they had already 
taken to deteét their vile and wicked Vrastices ; and 


praying, 
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Praying, that thofe Deftroyers of the Manufactures and 
Trade of the Nation might be brought to Juftice; and 
receive condign Punilhment ; were feverally prefented 
to the Houfe, read, and order’d to lie on the Table. 
Then Mr. Speaker was order’d to iffue his Warrant 
For a new Writ for ele&ting a Burgefs for the Borough 
of Bere- Alfon, in Devonfbire, in the Room of Edward 
Carteret Etq; who, (jointly with Galfridus Walpole Efq;) 
had accepted the Office of Poft-Mifter General : And 
upon a Suggeftion, that too large and extenfivé 
Powers had been granted to Xobert Gordon of Haugh, 
by a Commiffion under the great Seal of Scotland, it was 
refolv’d to addrefs his Majefty for a Copy of the Inftru- 
tions for pafling the faid Coimmiflion, together with 
a Copy of it: Then the Call of the Houfe was farther 
adjourn’d to that Day Sevennight ; and thie Houfe ad- 
journ’d to the 17th. 

On the 17th of 4p, The Petitions of the County 
of Worcefler, of the King’s Town of Maidftone in Kent, 
Borough of Leicefer, City and Liberty of Weftminfter ; 
praying, that the Houfe would continue to proceed 
with the famie Spirit and Zeal, to dete and profecutt 
all manner of Perfoins; who, by their deftructive Coun- 
fel, fatal Aid, and unaccountable Avarice, have fo 
greatly impoverifh’d the Nation, were prefented, readj 
and order’d to lie on the Table. After this ic was 
unanimoufly refolv'd, 1. That an humble Addrefs be 
prefented to his Majefty, to congratulate his Majelty 
on the Princefs of Wales’s being happily deliver’d of a 
Prince, to the unpeakable Joy of all his Majefty’s 
faithful Subjeéts ; and to exprefs the great Satistaction 
and Comfort this Houfe ha*;in feeing the Proteftant In- 
rereft of this Kingdom more firmly eftablith’d and fe- 
cus’d, by the Increafe of his Majefty’s Royal Family. 2 
‘That the faid Addrefs be prefented to his Majefty by 
the whole Houfe. 3. That a Congratulatory Meflage 
be fent by this Houfe to their Royal Highnefles the 
Prince ahd Princefs of Wales, on this happy Occafiom: 
And it ‘vas order'd that the Earl of Heriford, Sir Robert 
Rich, the Mafter of the Rolls, Mr. Nevill, and Mt. 
Gybbon, thould attend their Royal Highnefles with 
the faid Meffage. After this Mr. Yonge prefented to 
the Houfe, from the Commiffioners appointed to ex- 
amine, ftate, and determine the Debts due to the 
Army, and to examine and ftate the Demands of fe- 
veral torcign Princes and States, for Subfidics baa 
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the War, a Lift of the Certificares made out by the 
faid Commiffiuners ; and alfo a Lift of Claims and De- 
mands undetermin’d by the faid Commiflioners. Then 
Mr. Speaker was order’d to iffue his Warrant for a 
new Writ for electing a Burgefs for the Borough of 
Lefwithiel in Cornwall, in the Room of Galfridus Wal- 
pole, Efg; whio had accepted the Office of (joint) Poft- 
mafter Ceantl. Then Mr. Controller laid before 
the Houfe Copies of feveral Letters and Papers re- 
lating to Mr. Knight, late Cathire of the Sourh-Sea 
Company: And Sr Thomas Croffe reported from the 
Committee to whom it was referr'd to examine the fe- 
veral Duplicates of the Inventories or Particulars of 
the Eftates of the late Sub-Governor, Deputy-Gover- 
nor, Direétors, Deputy-Caihier, and Accomptant of 
the South-Sea Company, deliver’d into this Houfe, and 
tomake Eftimates of the Ballances of the faid feveral 
Duplicates: That the Committee had confider’d the 
Matter to them referr’d, and had made an Eftimate of 
the Ballances of the faid feveral Duplicates, which they 
had directed him to repoit to the Houfe; and he read 
the fame in his Place, and afterwards deliver’d the 
Report in at the Table, where the fame was read ;

which his Majefty was pleafed to return this moft gra- 
cious Anfwer.

A Petition of the County Palatine of Che 
ffer, praying that Juftice be done to an injur’d Feople, 
was prefented and read ; and, after Mr. Speaker had 
reported the King’s Anfwer above-mention’d, it was 
order’d, at the Defire of the Committee of Secrecy, 
that the Lieutenant of his Majefty’s Tower of Londen, 
or his Deputy, thould bring Sir George Cafwal, Kt.

April 20. After the reading of the Petition of the 
Borough of Shrewfury, in the County of Salop, for 
Juftice on the Authors and Contrivers of the publick 
Misfortunes, the Earl of Hertford reported, that his 
Royal Highnefs, the Prince of Wales, having been 
attended with the Congratulatory Meffage of this 
Houfe, his Royal Highnefs was pleafed to return the 
following Anfwer, viz. 





HE Satufaion the Houfe of Commons have fhewn, 

on the Occafion of the Birth of my Son, uw a certain 
Proof of the Continuance of that Duty to the King, and of 
that Affetion to bis Family, which has fo confpicuoufly 
appear'd in all their Proceedings ; and I look upon this 
Congratulation as a particular Mark of their Regard to me ; 
and I veturn my Thanks to the Houfe for it. 


Then a Petition of the Officers of the three Regi- 
ments of Wood, Douglas, and Hvnilton, who ferv’d the 
States General during the late War, was referr'd to a 
Commitee, and it was order’d that_the Duplicates of 
the Inventories or Particulars of Effects of the late 
Sub-Governor, Deputy-Governor, Direétors, &9c. of 
the South Sea Company, together with the Abftracts of 
the faid Inventories, be prefented feparately. After 
this five Petitions of Francis Eyles, Efq; Richard Hor- 
fey, William Aftell, James Edmondfon, E{q; and of William 
Tillard, \ate DireCtors of the South-Sea Company, fet- 
ting forth the Cafe of the feveral Petitioners, and 
paying the Compaffion and Confideration of the 

owe, according to their refpective Circumftances, 
were feverally prefented, read, and order’d to lie on 
the Table: And Mr. Brodrick having acquainted the 
Houfe, That the Committee of Secrecy, fince their 
former Report, had come to a farther Knowledge of 
fome Matters, and were ready to Jay a farther Report 
before the Houfe, at fuch Time as the Houfe thould 
appoint : Tt was order’d, that the faid Report be re- 
ceiv’d the next Morning. 

Accordingly, on the 21ft, after the reading of fix 
Petitions ot as many of the late Dire@ors, and of a 
feventh of John Grigfby, lace Accomptant General of 
the Suwth-Sea Company, praying the Confideration and 
Compaflion of the Houle, Mr. Brodrick, from the Com- 
mittce of Secrecy reported fome further Matters, as 
they appear’d to the faid Committee, and deliver’d che 

Qz Report 
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Report in at the Table, where the fame was read, and 
order’d to be taken into Confideration that Day Seven- 
night. The moft material Part of this third Report, 
related to Fames Craggs, Sen. Efq; late Poft-mafter 
General, and imported, in Subftance, That Forty thou- 
fand Pounds South-Sea Stock had been taken in, and 
paid for out of the Caih of the Souch-Sea Company, 
for the Ufe and Benefit of the faid Craggs. It ap. 
pear’d  likewife by this Report, That the Secret Com- 
mittee had feveral Times examin’d Mr. Waller, but that 
he contradi&ed himfelf in feveral Particulars; pre- 
tending, that he had torn or burnt all his Books of 
Accounts ; fo that he had nothing to fhew for all his 
Dealings, either for himfelf, his Mother, or Mr. 4iffa- 
bie, his Brother-in-Law, Thefe Particulars incenfed 
many of the Members: And the Bill for reftraining 
John Aillabie, E/g; from going out of thu Kingdom, &«. 
and for difcovering his Eftate and Effeds, &c. being 
thereupon read the fecond Time, and committed. A 
Motion was made for confolidating the faid Bill, with 
the Bill for Relief of the unhappy Sufferers in the South- 
Sea Company: Mr. Robert Walpole, and fome other 
Gentlemen, reprefented, That it would feem hard to 
puta Perfon of Mr. 4iflabie’s Eminence and Diftinétion 
on the fame Level with the Directors, and that fucha 
Precedent might be of dangerous Confequence: But 
Mr. Lechmere, Six Fofeph Fekyll, the Lord Molefworth, 
Mr. Brodrick, Mr. Shippen, and fome other Members, 
{peaking for the Motion, the Court-Party did not 
think fit to divide againft it, and fo it was carry‘d and 
refolv’d, That Mr. 4ifabie’s Bill be committed to the 
Committee of the whole Houfe to whom the Bill for 
the Relief of the unhappy Sufferers in the South-Sea Com- 
pany, was committed ; and order’d, That it be an In- 
itruction to the faid Committee, that they do alter 
and make both the faid Bills into one. It was alfo 
order’d, upon Serjeant Pengelley’s Motion, feconded by 
General Rofe, That ic be an Inftru@ion to the faid 
Committee, that they do provide, by a Claufe or 
Claufes, for fubjecting the real and perfonal Eftates of 
the faid Johu Aiflebie, Efg; in the fame Manner, and 
to the fame Purpofes, to which the Eftates of the late 
Direétors of the South-Sea Company are fubjeéted, by 
the Bill for Relief of the unhappy Sufferers in the 
South-Sea Company. Then the Call of the Houfe was 
fuxther adjourn’d to the sft of May.

fion: And on the other Hand, four Petitions, viz. of 
the Counties of Hertford and Dorfet, of the City of 
Briftol, and of the Borough of Oakhampton in Devon- 
fire, pray’d for Jultice to an injur’d Nation. 

April ug. Eleven other Petitions from the late sub- 
Governor, Deputy-Governor, and nine of the late 
Direétors of the South-Sea Company, were alfo pre- 
fented to the Commons, and read; as were likewife 
five Petitions (viz. of the Counties of Efex, and 
Bucks, City of Exeter, Borough of Agmondefham, or 
Amerfoam, and of the juftices of Peace of Middlefex) 
for Juftice. 

April 29. Sir Harcourt Mafter, and Sir Fohn Blunt, 
two of the late Directors, implor’d the Confideration 
of the Houfe: But it was obferv’d, that Sir John 
Blunt's Petition, fuggefting his Innocence, rather 
moved their Laughter, than Compaflion. After 
this, fix new Petitions for Juftice were read, viz. 
of the Counties of Somerfet, Warwick, and Kenr, 
Town of Nottingham, Town of Beverly in York/ire, 
and Borough of Boffon in Linelnfire; and_then 
the Earl of Hertford reported, ¢ That her Royal 
‘ Highnefs the Princefs of Wales having been attend- 
* ed with the congratulatory Meflage of this Houfe, 
© her Royal Highnefs was pleafed to return her Thanks 
* to this Houfe tor their congratulatory Meffage upon 
© the Occafion of the Birth K her Son.’ After this, 
Mr. Shippen ftood up, and took Notice, ‘ That the 
* Houfe had fatea long while, and nothing had yet 
© been done towards the reftoring of Publick Credit : 
‘ That, indeed, a Member _of great Parts and Abili- 
‘ lities had, at firft, propofed a Scheme for that Pur- 
¢ pofe; but that, inftead of proving an effectual Keme- 
‘dy, it appear'd at laft to be a meer Palliative, 
‘ which had rather inflam’d than alleviated the Di- 
‘ itemper. That by this Time, a whole injur’d Nation 
¢call’d aloud for Vengeance; and if they negleéted 
© to hear the Voice of the People, it would look as if 
* they had a Mind to provoke them to do themfelves 
€ Juftice. That ‘twas ever his Opinion, that the only 
£ effectual Means to reftore Credit, was to call them to 
$ a ftri& Account, who had ruin’d it; and, in parti- 
§ cular, all fuch as had apply’d any Part of the Publick 
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© Money, entrufted in their Hands, in Stock-jobbing, 
© and had rais’d valt Fortunes by robbing the Pub- 
€ lick.’ And fo he mov'd, That it be an Inftrustion 
fo the Committee of Secrecy, that they enquire what 

ublick Money had heen employ’d by any Ireafurer, 

afhier, ColleStor, Receiver, or ofher Officer con- 
cern’d in the Receipt or Payment of publick Money, 
or of any other Part of his Majefty’s Revenue, or by 
anyin Troft for them, or by their Order, in buying 
Stock or Subfcriptions in the South-Sea, or any other 
Company, or in Annuities, or other Parliamentary 
Securities, or otherwife making Use of or imploying 
the fame, to their private Advantage fince the firlt 
Day of December, 1719. 

Sir William Wyndham feconded this Motion ; adding 
withal, that there was Reafon to apprehend, that the 
Publick Money had not been adminifired with due 
Oeconomy, particularly in Relation to fome Foreign 
Troops, that were in the Pay of England arid Holland 
during the laft War, to whom great Sums had of Jate 
been allow’d, on Account of pretended Arrears, after 
they had feparated from the Englifé General: And 
therefore he moved, That the late Commiflioners ap- 
pointed to examine, ftate, and determine the Debts 
due tothe Army, and to examine and ftate the De- 
mands of feveral foreign Princes and States, for Sub- 
fidies during the late War, be order’d to lay before 
the Houfe, Copies of the feveral Warrants and Sign- 
Manuals, by Virtue of which they iffued any Cer- 
tificates. 

Hereupon Mr. Walpole faid, ‘ That he wonder'd to 
* hear of fuch Motion in this Houfe, when a little 
after the King’s coming to the Crown, an Act of 
Parliament had been made for Payment of thofe Ar- 
rears ; and that the Commiuffioners of Accounts had, 
undoubtedly, acted according to the Intent and 
Meaning of that A&t.’ To this, Mr. Chancellor of 
the Dutchy anfwer’d, That he was not againft the 
Motion that honourable Gentleman had made, 
(meaning Sir William Wyndham) neither, on the o- 
ther Hand, was he about to juftify it: But he would 
freely tel] the Gentleman who oppos’d it, That while 
the Nation was under the Preffure of heavy Debts, 
- he muft expect that many fuch Motions would be 
made, in order to find out Methods to eafe the 
¢ Publick Burden. That as he, (Mr. Walpole) was now 
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in a higher Poft than formerly, fo a great deal more 
€ was expected from him; the rather becaufe the 
‘ Scheme which he had propos’d at the Beginning of 
€ this Seffion for the raifing of the Stock, and reftor- 
¢ ing publick Credit, had nor had the defir’d Effect.’ 
Mr. Walpole reply'd, © That it was known to every 
¢ Body, that he ever was againft the South Sea Scheme, 
© and had done al! that in his Power lay, to hinder its 
¢ taking Place: But now the Mifchief was done, and 
© Things were brought to fuch Extremities,he thoughe 
‘ ithis Duty, and therefore was willing to try the 
¢ beft Method he could think of, to extricatethe Na- 





© tion out of the Difficulties into which they were 


¢ plung’d: That he did not pretend to work Miracles ; 
+ but only to ufe his utmoft Endeavours towards the 
¢ retrieving the late Misfortunes: That with this ho- 
© neft Intention he had promoted a Scheme which had 
¢ been laid before him, and appear’d the moft plaufi- 
« ble of any then propos’d, for reftoring publick Cre- 
¢ dit: That it could not be denyd, that while that 
¢ Scheme was puriu’d, it had done fome good, and 
¢ kept * the Price of Stocks; and that they fell 
¢ fince it had been laid afide: That, however, he ne- 
¢ ver intended to raife Stocks above the intrinfick Va- 
¢ lue, for that would bring us again into the fame un- 
¢ happy Circumflances which the raifing of them had 
¢ hefore occafion’d.” He afterwards lantented the ill 
Difpofition of fome Perfons, who, inftead of concurring 
with others inremedying the’prefent Diftemper, us’d all 
poflible Means to irritate and exafperate the Minds of 
the People: Concluding with a Motion, that a Day be 
appointed to confider of the State of the Publick Cre- 
dit of the Kingdom. This Motion was unanimoutly 
agreed to, and that Day Sevennight appointed for that 
Purpofe ; after two Orders had been made according 
to the two Motions (of Mr. Shippen, and Sir William 
Wyndham) before-mention’d. Thenthe Commons, in 
a Grand Committee, confider’d of the Bills againft the 
late South-Sea Direétors, and againft Mr. Aiffabie, and 
having confolidated the fame, put off the further Con- 
fideration of them tili the 27th. 

April 26. A Petition of the County of Hertford for 
fheedy and exemplary Juftice, was read, as were alfo 
the next Day, four other Petitions in the fame Strain, 
viz. of the County of York, Borough of Leeds, City

4pril 28. After the Reading of the Petitions of 
the Corporation, Town, and ll of Bedford, for 
punilhing thofe who had rais’d their Fortunes by fa- 
crificing the publick Credit, the Commons proceeded 
to take into Confideration thofe Parts of the Reports 
of the Committee of Secrecy of the 21ft of April 
Inftant, and of the r6th of February laft, relating to 
Fames Craggs, Efq; deceas’d, late Poft-Mafter-General, 
which having been read, Mr. Broderick mov’d, that 
the faid Mr. Craggs having taken 40000/. South Sea Stock 
without paying for it, or giving fufficient Security for 
the Payment of the fame, his Eftate might be made 
liable to the fame Forfeitures with thofe of the late 
Directors. Hereupon Grey Nevil, Efq; defir’d, that 
the Gentlemen concern’d in this Affair, two of whom 
were Members of this Houfe, might firft be heard b 
their Counfel, and produce what Witneffes they had, 
before the Houfe came to any Refolution in this Mat- 
ter. Mr. Robert Walpole feconded him, and, in parti- 
cular, faid, * He hoped the Houfe would not break 
© their known Kules, which were, not to condemn 
© any one without firft hearing them; and fure they 
© would not deny this Piece of Juftice to their own 
© Members.’ “Mr. Horatio Walpole {poke to the fame 
Purpofe; and then Mr. Trefufis (one of the Members 
interefted in this Bufinefs) ftood up, and faid, ‘ That 
© they were not at all prepar’d, not expeéting that this 
€ Affair would have come on this Day, becaufe there 
© was another Part in the Report before it, and there- 
¢ fore he defir’d the Houfe would give them Time to 
© get their Witnefles: He added, he had never been 
© us’d to fpeak in the Houfe, or but very rarely, and 
© his Brother-in-Law, Mr. Nufam, not at all, which 
© he hoped the Houfe would take into Confideration,

* Daughters: That there was no Manner of Crime 
€ Jaid to their Charge; and fince Mr. Croggs was dead, 
© and could not anfwer for himfelf, he hoped the Houfe

oppos’d by Sir Fofeph Fekyll; but Mr Hobert Walpole 
faid, © That fince the two Gsentlemet concern’d had 
© not been us’d to fpeak in the Houfe, and therefore 
¢ were not likely to make fo good a Defence as other- 
¢ wife they might, he thought ir reafonable to allow 
‘ them Counfel, and give them Time to prerare” To 
this Mr. Lom——<e reply’d, © That ic might, indeed, 
¢ feem fomewhat hard to deny Counfel to Gentlemen

Surman, Facob Sawbridge, Efq; Mr. Edward Owen, Mr. 
Samuel Strotid, Mr. Edward Poulter, Mr. Webjter, Mr. 
Fefreys, and Mt. Fohn Huggins, were order’d to attend 
the Houfe on the ft of May. Thus far the Proceed- 
ings of the Houfe of Commons during this Month; 

On the 3d of 4pri? the Houfe of Lords adjourn’d 
tothe r&8th of that Month, when being met again; 
their Lordfhips order'd the Lords with white Staves to 
congratulate with his Majefty, and their Royal High- 
neffes the Prince and Princefs of Wales, on the Birth 
of the young Prince: And on the 23h of April the 
Lords refolv’'d to addrefs his Majefty, that the proper 
Officers might be order’d to lay before them the States 
and Accotints of the Debts of the Navy: 
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ik E Pope having labour’d under an Indifpofition 
for fome Days, attended now and then with a 
Vomiting of Blood, was taken violently ill on the 

6th of March, O.S. in the Pontifical Palace on Monte 

Cavallo 5 and dy’d on the 8th of that Month, having 

reign’d 20 Years, 3 Months, and 26 Days: His Name 

was Fohn-Francis Albani, a Native of Urbino, of whofe 

Defcent, Perfon, and Character, the Publick has 

been lately oblig’d with the following curious Account: 

His Grandfather was a Linen-draper, and Native of 

Albany, a Man of excellent Parts, fubtle, and infinu- 

ating, and well fkill’d in Botany. As his Trade 

oblig'd him every Year to come to the Fair of Seni- 

gaglia, a City in the Dutchy of Urbino, he was ad- 
mitted into the Prefence of Duke Franca Maria de la 

Rovere, who was a great Admirer of Mechanifm, and 

-who finding in that dlbaneze a Merit above what is 
generally co be met with in Perfons of his Station, 
took him into his Service, and tavour’d him with his 

Confidence. That Duke had no Male Iffue, and his 

only Sifter was marry’d to the Grand Duke of Tu/cany; 

his Dominions being a Fief of the Ecclefiaftical State, 

could not defcend to Heirs Female: All this muft 

needs have occafion’d great Troubles at the Duke's 

Death, had he not provided feafonably againft them 

in his Life-time. ‘Lo obviate them, he refolv'd to 

yield his Dutchy to Pope Urban V111, who then fill’d 

the Apoftolical Chair, and made Choice of the d/ba- 
neze to fignity his Intention, and make the Tender 

of his Dominions to the Pope: But as the Will of 
Man is liable to Viciffitudes, he difpatch’d him thrice 

for Rome, and thrice fent for him back again. The 
Albaneze, who underftood the Importance of_ his 

Commiflion, and who juftly expeéted a Reward fuita- 
ble thereto, aud was, befides, fo far ingratiated in his 

Vince's Favour, that he could freely difcover his Sen- 

timents, told him, the fecond Time he fent for him 
back when on his Road to Rome, that in Cafe he re- 

call'd him the third Time, he would, notwithftand- 
ing his Orders, purfue his Journey thither, which ac- 
cordingly happen’d. Arriving at Rome, and being in- 
troducd to his Holinefs, he proftrated himfelf : the 
ope’s 
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Pope's Feet, to prefent him with the Ceflion of the 
Dutchy of Urbino, at the fame Time, not forgetting to 
extol his Zeal for the Intereft of the holy See, nor 
omitting to reprefent the Irrefolution of his Matter. 
The uy ae ca ba at fuch a Prefent, told the Bearer, 
he mig t freely demand whatever he pleas’d, and it 
jhould be granted. At that very Juncture, there was 
a Place vacant in the Roman Senate, by the Death of 
the Senator Malvezzi. The Albaneze ealily obtain’d it 
for himfelf ; and this — him a Rank among the 
Roman Nebility, in the Year 1631, This A/baneze had 
one of his Sons along with him, who, after the Death 
of Pope Urban VIM, of Duke Francis Maria, and of 
hisown Father, was taken into Favour by Cardinal 
Barberini. That Cardinal made him his high Cham- 
berlain, which at that Time was an important Poft. 
In 1648 he marry’d a Lady of the Family of Olivieri, 
and by her had two Sons, Jobn-Francis and Horatio, 
who from their Grandfather's native Country, took 
theSurname of .dibani. Fobn-Francis, who was Pope, 
by the Name of Clement X1, was educated under the 
Protection of the faid Cardinal Barberini, enter’d in- 
to holy Orders, and madea confiderable Progrefs in 
the Study of Divinity, and the Belles Lettres, particu- 
lly in the Canon Law, and became a moft excel- 
lent Barrifter. His Patron gave hima Canonthip in 
the Collegiate Church of St. Lawrence and St. Dama/w, 
and foon after made him Vicar of St. Peter: That 
Cardinal dying at that Time, Jobn-Francis was ad- 
vanc'd to the Dignity of a Biihop, and was made 
Governor of Orvieto, and afterwards of St. Sabine. 
He did not fill thefe Pofts long; for he, foon weary’d 
with that Way of Life, which he thought a Kind of 
Exile, return’d to Rome to try his Fortune. About 
this Time dy'd Cardinal Slatius, a Native of Liege, 
and Secretary of the Briefs; our young Prelate, who 
had no Equal in Eloquence and Literature, (atter the 
Manner of that Country) was, for want of a better, 
chofen to fucceed him; I fay, for want of a better; 
for the Pontiff had conferr’d that Poft on him con- 
trary to his own Inclination, having a Diflike to him, 
for this Reafon only, that he faid, he had a Face like 
that of an Antique Medal ; and this was the Motive 
pny he refus’d to make him a Cardinal; though his 
Poft, as Secretary of the Briefs, as well as his own 





Merit, gave him a juit Claim to the Purple ; but Pope 
Rz Alewander 
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Alexander V\M\ created him Cardinal in 1689. Dur- 
ing the Courfe of his Cardinalihip, he was prefent at 
all the Congregations of the facred College, and the 
Affairs difcufs’d therein, were always decided accord- 
ing to his Opinion and Advice, which infenfibly gave 
him fo much Credit, that all Differences between 
Princes, Cardinals, Embaffadors, religious Orders, 
€$c. were referr'd to his Mediation; and he always 
decided them with Applaufe. His Abilities were now 
found to be fo extraordinary, that all the Powers in 
Furofe courted his Favour; and the King of France 
having refolv’d to induce King Charles 11 of Spaimto 
make a Will, thought he could employ none mote 
capable tor that nice Affair than Cardinal 4/bani, who, 
in concert with Cardinal Portocarrero, brought it to the 
defir'd Iffue. The King of Spain dying the ift of 
Novemler 1720, and at the very Time when the Con- 
clave was affembled at Rome to chufe a Succeffor to 
Zunocent X\, all the Factions that compos’d the fame, 
united, forthe Reafons abovefaid, in the Choice of 
Albani, whom they thought the fitteft Perfon to re- 
concile the feveral Interefts of the Chriftian Princes, 
and _ Peace to Europe at that difficult Juncture, 
The Sequel has thew’d how greatly they were mi- 
fiaken. 

That Pontiff was tall, but well propurtion’d, of 4 
brown Complexion, his Hair black, and his Confii- 
tution firong and healthful. He feem’d to love Men 
of Merit ; but rewarded them enly with bare Words. 
He was liberal to his Relations, and yet beftow’d Fa- 
vours on them with Caution. He was revengeful to 
the laft Degree againft thofe who oppos’d him; and 
paid but with Ingratitude thofe who had ferv'd him. 
fe was inflexible in his Refolutions, and rejected all 
Manner of Advice. His greateft Policy was to keep 
Princes at Variance. 

About an Hour after he was dead, his Nephew, 
Cardinal danibal Albani, as Chamberiain of the holy 
See, declar’d Clement XI. to be dead, by ihewing, as 
ufual, his dead Corpfe before the Publick Notaries, 
and taking a Seal-Ring from his Finger, deliver’d it 
to M. Xs/poni, Mailer ot his Houthold, who deli- 
ver d it to the firft Congregation of Cardinals, where 
it was broke in their Prefence: Soon after, the great 
Bell of the Capitol was toll’d, to give certain Notice 
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of the Pope’s Death; and immediately the publick 
Goals were open’d, and the Prifoners fet at full Liberty. 
On Thurfday, March 9, the Body, diffembowel’d and 
embalm’d, was carry’d in a Sort of an open Bed from 
the Palace, (after having been expofed for above half 
the fame Day to publick View) to the Chapel of Six- 
jus V. in the Palace of the Vatican, attended by the 





- Papal Light-Horfe, the Swi/s Foot-Guards, the late 


Pope’s Menial Servants, and the ce Penitentiaries 
of St. Peter’s Church, all finging folemnly with Wax- 
Lights in their Hands: Behind follow’d Cannons re- 
verfed, Drnms and Trumpets in Mourning. In the 
above-mention’d Chapel the Corpfe was repofited for 
that Night, and guarded by the Penitentiaries, who 
about Noon the next Day deliver’d up their Charge to 
the Canons of st. Peter’s Church, in the Prefence of 
the Sacred College, who attended it, Twenty fix in 
Number, down into the Church, after a {hort Service 
perform’d: The Body was at firft plac’d in the Middle 
of the Church, habited in Pontificalibus, and another 
Service b appeisaby. and Obeyfances made to it by every 
Cardinal: soon after, it was remov’d into the Chapel 
of the Holy Sacrament, where the Feet lay to the 
grated Door, to be kifs'd by all who were ambitious 
of that Honour. It was particularly obferv’d, that al- 
moft infinite was the Number of the Female Sex, who 
paid this Refpect to a dead Pope, tho’, without parti- 
cular Licence, they cannot be permitted into his Pre- 
fence, nor even into the Palace where he refides, 
when living. This Ceremony continu’d for near 
three Days ; but in the Evening of the Third the 
Corpfe was once more remov'd into the Canons Cha- 
pel or Choir, oppofite to the former, where the Fune- 
ral Service, properly fo call’d, was perform’d in the 
Prefence of all the Cardinals then refiding here, who 
were advanc’d to the Purple by the dead Pope, and 
therefore call’d his Creatures, being of his Creation. 
The whole Ceremony was clofed by the Cardinal Ne- 
phew, who wich an inexpreffible Concern, and moft 
affecting Behaviour, cover’d the Face and Feet of his 
dead Uncle, and put into his wooden Coffin (cover’d 
with Lead) three Purfes of Medals, of Gold, Silver, 
and Copper, in each Purfe twenty, all of his Coro- 
nation, and preferv’d from that lime for this Pur- 
pole: After this done, the Corpfe im Pontificalibus 

was, 
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was, in three Coffins, wall’d up in a Nich in the 

Church, prepar’d for it. 
he next Day, in the Middle of St. Peter’s Church, 
appear’d a Maufoleum, or Catatalco, in Honour of the 
late Pope, on which was burnt daily, for Three 
Days, 1000 Pound Weight of Wax-Tapers, and round 
it five Cardinal Bifhops daily perform’d the Obfe- 
quies. The Archite€ture was of the wom of Sig- 
nior Filippo Reingione, and may be.defcrib’d in the 
followin amar On the Top lay the Papal Triple 
Crown én two Cuthions fupported by an Urn, and 
cover'd with Black Velvet, on which were embroider’d 
the Arms of the Pope, and thofe of the holy See: 
A little lower was a Riedalion of the Pope’s Head re- 
prefented: On the Body of the Urn were fome Re- 
markables done by, or happening in the Time of the 
Jate Pope; as, rft, on the one Side was the Victory of 
Prince Zugene over the Turks near Belgrade, and under- 
neath this Motto, Redemit eos de manu’ inimicorum, 
Pfal. 105. ver. to. [He redeemed them from the Hand 
of the Enemy.}] On the other Side, towards the Cha- 
1 of the Holy Sacrament, was defcrib’d, the generous 
fending of Provifions to Marfeilles at the breaking out 
of the prefent Plague ; and-— Civitatibus prabebat ali- 
monias, Machab. 14. ver. re. [He provided Victuals for 
the Cities.] On the other Side towards the Canons 
Choir, were diftant Views of feveral Churches in Rome, 
yepair’d and adorn’d by the late Pope ; and-———Dilexit 
decorem domus domini, Pfal. 25. ver. 5.8. [He loved the 
Beauty ot the Houfe of the Lord.] On the Side fa- 
cing St. Peter’s Chair and the High Altar, the Pope is 
reprefented vifiting the Spirito- Santo, and other Hofpi- 
tals of Rome; and—~— Defcendit ut viferer, Paralip, 
22. ver. 6. [He went down to vifit them, | This Urn 
was fupported by an oétangular Pedeftal, in four Parts of 
which were reprefented the four following Faéts: In 
the firft, facing the Chapel of the holy Sacrament, 
were the Canonizations of the four laft Saints in 1712.

This Paffage may feem applicable to all Coronations o 
this Narure, but is here worthy to be noticed, as the 
late Pope refus’d for three, Days together, and com- 
ply'd, not without much Reluétance, not to fay by 
Compulfion: And this feems evidently not to es 
been his Ambition, he having been ordain‘d a Prieft 
but a few Days before he enter’d the Conclave ; and 
to qualify himfelf, faid the firft Mafs in the Carthu- 
fians Chapel, at the prefling Inftances of his Friends : 
A rare Example of his Modefty, and not to be paral- 
lel'd by any but an Exglifh Cardinal] Pole, atterwards 
Archbiihop of Canterbury, who refus’d to the laft the

Before we proceed any farther, we will here infert 
the following Account of the Conclave, and of the 
Manner of electing a Pope. 

The Word Pope comes from the Greek, in which 
Tongue it fignifies Father. It is a Name which was 
formerly given to all Bilhops, as appears by the Works 
of the ancient Ecclefiaftical Writers, and more parti- 
cularly by the Epiftles of St suffin and St. Ferome. Buit 
about the End of the eleventh Century, Gregory VII. 
in a Council held at Rome, order’d that the Name of 
Pope fhould particularly belong to the Bithop of Rome: 
Maimbourg, in his Hiftory of the Grand Schifm of thé 
Weft, fays, That for the firft five Centuries, the People 
and Clergy together, and fometimes the Clergy alone, 
with Confent of the People, chofe the Pope by Plu- 
rality of Voices, until after the Death of Pope Simpli= 
ciw, in 483. Odoacer, King of the Heruli and Italy; 
made a Law, that none fhould be chofen without _firft 
acquainting the Prince whom they had a Mind to 
chufe. This Law was abolifh’d about 20 Years after, 
in the qth Concil of Rome, under Pope Symmachws, by 
the Confent of King Theodorick, in 502. But that 
Prince turning rian, grew tyrannical in the latter End 
of his Reign, and feized the Privilege! of miaking the 
Pope, and in Confequence of it placid Fetix IV. in 
the Chair. The Gorhick Princes follow’d his Exam- 
ple, only allowing the Clergy to chufe; but he was 
not to afcend the Chair till confirm’d by them. 7ufi- 
nian, who overturn’d the Empire of the Goths, and 
alfo his Succeffors, retain’d the fame Privilege, and de- 
manded Money of the Pope eleét to confirm his Ele- 
Gion. But Conftantinus Pogonatus freed them from thi$

Impofition in 681. Neverthelefs the Emperors did 
fill keep a Share in the Election; fo that the Popes 
were not confecrated without their Confent, till che 
French Emperor Louw le Debonnaire, in 824; and his 
Succeffors Lotharius 1. and Lous Ui. in 864, reftor’d 
the Popes to their former Liberty. In the rith Age, 
the Marquefs of Hetrusia, and the Count de Tu/fca- 
nella, with the Grandees of Rome, chofe and depos’d 
Popes as they ‘pleas’d; as did the Emperor Otho the 
Great, and his Son and Grandfon in that fame Age. S- 
Henry, Duke of Bavaria, their Succeffor, reftor'd the 
Popes to their Privileges again, in 1014, leaving the 
Election to the Clergy and People of Rome; but his 
§on and Grandfon, Henry Ill. and Henry LV. re- 
afum’d the Power of pe and depofing the Popes, 
which occafion’d Wars between them and the Empe- 
rors about the Inveftiture,'the Emperor fetting up An- 
tipopes, which produc’d a Schifm in the Church of 
Rome. But after the Time of Innocent Il. and that the 
Controverfy between Peter de Leon, call’d Anaclete, and 
Vidor \V.. was extinguith’d, the Cardinals and Princi- 
er of the Clergy of Rome, chofe Pope Celeftine II. by

(lergy having parted with their Pretenfions, Hono- 





rig IIT. in 1216; of, according to others, Gregory X° 
in 12974, order’d that the Election thould be made in 
the Conclave; fince which Time the Cardinals have 
fill kspt Poffeffion of that Privilege, and elected the 
Popes without any — 


he Conclave is a Place where the Cardinals meet 

for the Ele€tion of a new Pope. The Affembly is alfo 
all'd by this Name, and it depends on the Members 
themfelves to pitch upon a Pier: for the Conclave 
has no determin’d one: Yet for fome Time paft, a © 
large Gallery in the Palace of St. Peter, otherwife call'd 
the Vatican, has always been made Ute of, as well on 
Account of the Spacioufnefs of the Place, as for other 
Conveniencies ; fo that the Cardinals never ftand to 
deliberate now, but only tor Form’s Sake. There 
are prepar’d for them in this Gallery as many lic- 
tle Cells made of Deal-Boards as there are Cardi- 
mals, with Lodges and Places for Servants, who fhut 
themfelves in to wait upon the Cardinals: Thefe 
Servants are call’d Conclavifts; and no Cardinal is 
alow’d above two, or three at the moft; and this only 
0 Princes, or in Cafe of Sicknefs, or for fome — 
) culas 
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Cular Privilege. This Employment is much defir’d, be- 
caufe, befides that the new chofen Pope always makes 
him a Prefent, they have the Pleafure of feeing all 
that paffes; yet the Place is troublefome enough, be- 
caufe they muft take in the Meat and Drink, muft wait 
at Table, and be as clofely confin’d as their Matters; 
The little Chambers or Cells have each a Numero or 
Number, and the Cardinals draw -Lots for them; fo 
that it happens very often, that Cardinals of diffe 
rent Faétions are fhut up near one another. Thefe 
Cells are prepar’d during the nine Days of the Cere- 
mony -of the Pope’s Funeral; all which Time an 
Body may go into the Conclave and fee the Cells, 
which are hung on the Outfide with green Serge or 
Camblet ; only thofe that belong to the Favourites of 
the deceas’d Pope, are cover’d with deep Violet- 
colour’d Cloth, and over each Cell is hung the Cardi- 
nal’s Arms that lives in it. From the Windows of 
the Gallery only, the Cells receive all their Light. 
The Manner of the Electionis thus: The next Day 
after the Pope’s Burial, which is always the oth Day 
after his Death, the Cardinals having heard the Mafs, 
which they call, The Mafs of the Holy Ghoft, go in 
Proceflton two by two to their Cells in the Conclave. 
They are guarded by the Militia of Rome, who hinder 
all Intercourfe from without ; and the Diihes are alfo 
infpected by the Mafter of the Ceremonies, leaft any 
Letters fhould be conceal’d in the Meat. Of iate it 
has obtain’d among them to premife certain Articles, 
which they think neceffary for the better Government 
of the Church, and every one {wears to obferve them, 
# he fhould be chofen. The Eleétion is made by 
Scrutiny, Accefs, or Adoration. ‘The firft is, when 
the Cardinal writes the Name of him whom he votes 
for, in a Scroll of Paper doubled down in five Folds; 
on the firft whereof he writes, Ego eligo in fummum 
Pontificem, Reverendifimum Domrnum meum Cardinalem 
i chufe for Pope my moft Reverend Lord, Cardinal 
[Conti] for Example.| But this is always written b 
one of his Servants, that the Cardinal may not be dif- 
coverd by his Hand. On this Fold two others are 
doubled down, and feal’d with a private Seal: On the 
qth the Cardinal writes his own Name, and covers it 
with the sth Folding. Having thus prepar'd their 
Scrolls, they go into the Chapel at an appointed Hour, 
and feat themfelves in Order on Benches, — “= 
crolls 
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Scrolls in their Hands. Then each Cardinal in his 
Turn goes up to the Altar, and after a fhort Prayer on 
his Knees, throws his Scroll into a Chalice that ftands 
on a Table, on the Kight of which is fitting the firft 
Cardinal Bifhop, and on the Left Side of it the firft 
Cardinal Deacon. The Cardinals being return’d to 
their Places, the Cardinal Bithop turns out the Scrolls 
into a Plate which he holds in his Left Hand, and 
ives them one by one as they happen to come, to the 
Cardinal Deacon, who reads them with an audible 
Voice, while the Cardinals note down how many 
Voices every Perfon hath; and then the Matter of 
the Ceremonies burns the Scrolls in a Pan of Coals, 
that it may not be known for whom any one gives 
his Voice: And if two Thirds of the Number pre- 
fent agree on the fame Perfon, he is duly elected, and 
declared Pope. When the Choice is made by Accefs, 
the Cardinals rife from their Places, and going towards 
him whom they would have elected, each fays, Ezo 
accedo ad Reverendifimum Dominum -— And the E- 
leftion by Adoration is much in the fame Manner ; 
only the Cardinal approaches him whom he would have 
chofen with a profound Reverence; but both the 
one and the other muft be confirm’d by the Scrutinys 
There was another Way of chufing, by Compromife ; 
when the Differences rofe fo high, that they could not 
be adjufted in the Conclave, they referr'd the Choice 
to three, or five, giving them Leave to elect any, 
whom all, or the Majority, ihould chafe, provided 
it were determin’d within the Time that a Candle 
lighted by common Confent fhould laft. There is alfo 
a fifth Way of Eleétion, call’d by, Infpiration, which 
is thus: The firft Cardinal rifes up in the Chapel, and 
after an Exhortation to chufe a capable Perfon, names 
fuch a one; to which, if two Thirds agree, he is 
seckon‘d legally chofen. When by any of thefe Me- 
thods one of the Cardinals is elected Pope, the M2- 
fler of the Ceremony comes to his Cell, to acquaint 
him with the News of his Promotion ; whereupon he 
is conducted to the Chapel, and clad in the Pontifical 
Habit ; then receives the Adoration, that is, the Ke- 
{pects paid by the Cardinals to the new Pope, by kis- 
ing his Feet, Hands, and Mouth: After which, all 
the Doors, and Gates of the Conclave are thrown open, 
and the Pope, thewing himfelf to the People, gives 
them his Blefling, the 7 Cardinal Deacon proclaim- 
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ing to them witha loud Voice in thefe Words, An- 
nuncio vobis gaudium magnum, Papam babemus, Reveren- 
diffimus Dominus Cardinalis elefus eff in fummun 
Pontificem, &5 elegit fibi nomen . Lannounce to 
vou Tidings of great Joy; we have a Pope: The moft 
Reverend Lord Cardinal is elected chief Pon- 
tiff, and has chofen to himfelf the Name of . 
This being done, the new Pope defcends into St, 
Teter’s Church, (the Cardinals two by two going be- 
fore him) and coming to the high Altar of the holy 
Apoftles, he takes off his Mitre, kneels, and prays a 
while, to return Thanks to God for his Elevation to 
the Papacy; and then feating himfelf by the Altar, 
the Cardinals comea fecond Time to the Adoration ; 
after which he is conduéted to his Apartment. Some 
Days after this is perform’d the Ceremony of his Coro- 
nation, before the Door of St. Peter's Church; where 
is erected a Throne, upon which the new Pope afcends, 
has his Mitre taken off, and a Crown put on his Head, 
in the Prefence of all the People. Afterwards is the 
Cavalcade from St. Peter’s Church to St. John de Lateran, 
at which all the Ambaffadors, Princes, and great Men 
aflift, mounted on Horfeback, and richly habited. 
Next, before the Fope, go the two Cardinals, Dean 
and Sub-Dean of the facred College, in their red Caps, 
and the other Cardinals come after, two and two, fol- 
Jow’d by the Patriarchs, Archbifhops, Bifhops, and Pro- 
thonotaries. When the Pope is come to St. John de 
Lateran, the Archbilhop of that Church prefents him 
with two Keys, one ot Gold, the other of Silver; 
then all the Canons of that Cathedral paying their 
Obeifance, and kifling his Feet, he gives the general 
Benedittion. 





After this Account of the Ceremonies concerning 
the EleSion of the Popé, it will not be amifs to 
infert the following Lift of the prefent Cardinals.

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It was Matter of Surprize at Rome, that in the very 
firft Congregation of Cardinals held after the Pope’s 
' Death, and before they enter’d upon any other Bufi- 
nefs, they order’d, that a fafe Condué& thould be fent 
to Cardinal Alberoni, together with an Invitation to 
him, inthe Name of the whole Sacred College, to 
come tothe Conclave; but this Surprize was much 
abated, when it was known, that the late Pope, as 
he was lying i articulo mortis, being afk’d, whether 
he thought #t proper, that that Cardinal fhould be 
admitted in a future Conclave, (a Procefs being aétu- 
ally form'’d againft him in the holy Office) anfwer'd 
in the Affirmative; and upon this it was that Car- 
dinal Albani grounded his Propofal of it to the Con- 
gregation. 





Befides the Particulars inferted in the Letter afore- 
faid, we think it neceffary to infert the following Ac- 
count, which contains feveral Paffages which deferve 
to be preferv’d in this Collection. 


HEN the Pope found he was going out of the 
World, he fent for the Pretender, who being 
come, he told the Cardinals then in his bedchamber, 


that he wanted tofpeak with him in private; but one 
of them reprefenting, that it would redound moft to 
his Holinefs’s Honour to deliver his laft Thoughts 
to him in their Prefence, the Pope comply’d, and 
recommended to them the three following Points. 

iff, To let the Pretender refide conitantly in the 
Palace which he had aflign’d him. 

2zd'y, To continue the Penfion granted to him, that 
he may be always enabled to fupport the Royal Digni- 
ty, ‘till he recover his Kingdoms. 

3. To oblige the Succeffor in the holy See, to affuft 
the Pretender in all Things againft the Attempts of his 
Enemies. 

The Cardinals affur'd the Pope they would take 
Care to perform the ft and zd Articles; but that as 
to the 2d, they would be inexcufable, if they fh-uld 
continue to exhauft the Treafure of the Church, which 
was by no Means appropriated for the Prefervation of 
one Prince alone, but for the Defence of the Roman 
Catholick Religion in general. To this the Pope 
anfwer'd, that his Succeffor might, with a very fafe 
Confcience, draw out Sums from‘ the <a for the 

>“srenanice 
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Maintenance of the Pretender, becaufe he had been 
depriv’d of his Dominions for the Sake of the Catho- 
lick Religion ; moreover the Pretender himfelf made 
a very moving Speech againft the Inhumanity of aban- 
doning one that was fo helplefs: But the Cardinals 
seply'd, That they would confider of it, and give 
their Anfwer next Day. The Pope acquiefcing there- 
with, defir’d the Cardinal d’ dithas to engage the Em- 
eror to efpoufe the Pretender’s Intereft, and not to 
orfake him in the prefent Junéture; but that Cardinal 
begg’d to be excus’d, and ihew’d, that it was impofli- 
ble to be done, not only on Account of folemn Trea- 
ty, but alfo by reafon of the fignal Services which 
England did to his Imperial Majefty, in the late War 
againft the Spaniards. 

In the firft Congregation of Cardinals, held after 
the Pope’s Death, M. Xiviera, Secretary of the Sacred 
College, read the Bulls for ele&ting a Pope, which the 
Cardinals took an Oath to obferve. After this, they 
were prefent in the Chapel of the Vatican, at the Mafs 
of Requiem, which was fung by the Cardinal de Pao- 
Jucci; and then they met in the Veftry, (as they 
alfo did every Morning for nine Days together) 
and it was refolv’d, that the Conclave fhould be held 
in the Vatican. Allthe Officers of the Ecclefiaftical 
State were confirm’d, and the Governor went to 
offer his Affiftance and Service to the Sacred College, 
as did alfo the Confervators of the Roman People. 
There were tound in the Poffeflion of the deceas’d 
Pope, Bills for 220005 Crowns, which were carry’d 
to the Caftle of St. <dngelo, towards making up 
the pore Crowns, which had been drawn out 
of the Five Millions, for furniihing the Expences of 
the Armaments: In the next aflembly the Cardi- 
nals chofe Signior de Paolis and Nucarini, Phyficians 
to the Conclave, and Signior Mafini Surgeon, and 
two Cardinals were deputed to take Care of the Con- 
clavifts. The Cardinals, Ambaffadors, Minifters, and 
Nobility, had their Palaces guarded by People in 
Arms, (and particularly the Prince de Chegi, Marihal 
ot the Conclave) as is the conftant Practice during the 
Vacancy of the holy See. Signior Biafio Ferrari 
with Confent of the Sacred College, took on him 
the Character of Cardinal d/deroni’s Agent. Among 
other his Eminency’s Commiffions, there is one by 
which he defires a fafe ConduSt of the Sacred ae * 

or 
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for three Months, in Purfuance of the Pope’s Bulls, 
which has been referr'd to the Congregation of the 
Cardinals, who are Chiefs of the three Orders. 

In the Congregation which was holden on the 23d; 
Cardinal Olivieri drew Lots for the Sixty eight 
Cells defign’d for the Cardinals of the Conclave, of 
which thofe fallen to the Lot of the Cardinals of the 
late Pope’s Creation, were hung with Tapeftry of a Vio- 
let Colour, and the others with Green. The fame 
Day the Cardinal de Buff arriv'd from his Bithoprick 
of Ancona, and went to the Chapel, and others are 
expected every Hour, efpecially from the Ecclefiaftical 
State. The Sacred College enjoyn’d the Tribunals 
to condemn no Jody to Beath or the Gallies, with- 
out their Confent, and to impofe no Fines exceeding 
the Sum of twenty Crowns, The Governor of Rome; 
who takes Cognizance of all civil and criminal Mat- 
ters in the City, and fiops the Proceedings of al] other 
Courts in Cafe of Default, has prohibited all Manner 
of Libels and Satyrs, on Pain of Death or the Gal- 
lies. The Confervators or Guardians of the Liberties 
and Franchifes of the Xoman People, held a Congre- 
gation about the Pretenfion of fome Minifters, 
who would not have the Fatro]l pafs before their Pa- 
laces in the Night, but they refolw’d it ihould pafs 
both Night and Day, and acquainted the Sacred Col- 
lege with the Refolution. All Matters that were laid 
betore the Sacred College, were prepar’d beforehand in 
the Congregation which was held in Prefence of the 
Cardinal-I’ean, the Chamberlain, and the Heads of 
three Orders. 

On the 25th, the Sacred College receiv’d the Com- 
plements ufually paid them by the Miniflers of Sove- 
reign Princes. he Cardinal ad’ Alihan {poke in the 
Name of tie Emperor, the Bilhop of Siferon for the 
moft Chriftian King, Cardinal Acquaviva for his Ca- 
tholick Majefty, Cardinal Conzi for the King of Portu- 
gal, Cardinal Albani for the King of Poland, the Vene- 
tian Ambaffador in the Name of that Republick, and 
the Ambaffadors of Bologna and Ferrara offer’d their 
Obedience and Service in the Name of thofe two 
Towns. When Cardinal Olivieri drew the Lots for 
the Cells in the Conclave, they came our thus: 1. Pig- 
natelli 3 2.

The Italian Cardinals being much more numerous 
than thofe of other Nations, made a bold Puth to e- 
le&t a Pope in the firft Scrutinies, and pitch’d upoa 
Cardinal Paulucci, who was Secretary of State to the 
late Pontiff. They had fo well manag’ this Affair, that 
in the three Scrutinies he was within two firft Voices 
ot being ele&ted. The Cardinal 2’ d/than was fo fur- 
ae at that Proceeding, that he protefted in the 
‘Name of the Emperor againft the Eleétion of Paulucci, 
and gave him what they call the Exclufion, declaring 
in plain Terms, that the Emperor would never ac- 
knowledge him. This Step of the Cardinal @’ Althan 
defeated the Defigns of the Faction of Paulucci, and 
feveral Letters told us, That if Cardinal /dani, who 
was at the Head of that Party, would have waited but 
three or four Days, for the Arrival of fome Cardi- 
nals who were upon the Road, and would have 
joyn’d them, they had certainly carry’d their Point, 
whereas Signior Paulucc? was fo diftanced by this Preci- 
pitation, that he could never recover his Ground. 
As this Affair was concerted before the Conclave was 
form’d, that Eminence went in with fo much Con- 
fidence as not to have any Doubt about his Eleétion, 
without minding the Difappointments of many_be- 
fore him in the like Cafe, which had given Birth to 
the Proverb, which fays, That he who enters into the 
‘Conclave as Pope, comes out of it as Cardinal. 
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The Proteftation of the Imperial Minifter oblig’d 
the Cardinals to put off the Election ‘till they had

This Morning Cardinal Cornaro asriv'd here, being 
met feveral Miles out of Town by the Venetian Em- 
baffador, and this Evening went into the Conclave. 
There was fome Days ago a great Difpute between 
the Cardinals Pamphilio and Albani ; the former having 


taken the Liberty highly to refle&t on the Memory ot 
7. & the 
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the late Pope; faying, amongft other other Things, 
that he was wil‘ul and obftinate, and did every Thing 
without the Advice of the Cardinals, whom he con- 
fulted only when he could not extricate himfelf of the 
Difficulties his Precipitation had engag’d him: Car- 
dinal Albani could not bear that Language, and ufed 
Pamphilio infuch a Manner, that a much gyeater Scan- 
dal would have enfu'd thereupon, if other Cardinals 
had not interpos’d. 

Notwithftanding the Governor of Rome takes all 
imaginable Precautions for fecuring the publick Peace, 
our Advices from thence tell us, that the Licentiouf- 
nefs of the People is grown to that Excefs, that there 
are frequent Murders committed, with all Manner of 
Violences and Outrages, which makes it very dange- 
yous tor Perfons to be out of their Houfes but in the 
Day-time This is a Privilege the Mob claims during a 
Vacancy of the Holy See, for upon the Election of a 
rew a there is always an A&t of Grace for what 
is patft. 

During this Vacancy, Pafquin and Marferio take allo 
great Liberties, and the moft fecret Paflages of the 
Lite of the Cardinals are brought to Light, and ftri@- 
iy examin’d by thefe two rigid Cenfors. They have 
examin’d the feveral Qualifications of all the Cardinals 
who are in the Conclave, and feem fo peevith, that if 
we take their Words, there is not one of them which 
deferves to be advanced to the Holy Chair. 





The two following Letters contain a Relation of the 
Elefion and Coronation of the new Pope. 


Rome, April 13. 


He Eleétion of Cardinal Conti having been made 

on the sth Inftant in the Morning, 38 Days after 
the Cardinals enter’d into the Conclave, it was con- 
firm’d by an unanimous Confent ; and the Scrowls ot 
the Scrutiny being burnt according to Cuftom, the 
Cardinals Tanara, Dean and Chief of the Order of the 
Cardinal-Bithops, Szcripante, Chief of the Priefts, Pame 
phili, Chief of the Deacons, and Cardinal} dlsani, 
Chamberlain of the Holy See, being condutted by 
the Mafter of the Ceremonies, went to the Cardinal 
eleéted : Cardinal Tanara {poke for them, and afk'd, If 
he accepted of the Choice that had been fairly me

of his Perfon for Sovereign Pontiff? And when he 
had declar’d that he did accept of it; the Cardinals 
afk’d him what Name he would take? He anfwer'd, 
That he made Choice of that of Innocent XIII. in 
Memory of Innocent \N\. the moft worthy of all the 
Popes that had been chofen from among the Cardinals 
of the feveral Branches of the Houfe of Conti. The 
new Pope's Name is Michael Angelo: He was born the 
15th et May 1665, Son of Charles Conti, Duke of Poi, 
by a Sifter of the Duke of Muti. Pope dlexander V MII. 
made Choice of him in April 1690, to carry to the Doge 
of Venice the Cap and Sword which his Holinefs had 
confecrated on the Chriftmas-day preceding: IJnno- 
cent XII. made him Governor of Viterbo in May 1693, 
and appointed him his Nuncio to the Catholick Can- 
tons of Switzerland in May 1695: ln the Month of Fune 
that Year he was confecrated Archbifhop, with the 
Title of Taras, by Cardinal Marefcotzi. In the Be- 
ginning of 1698, he went to Lifvon, the Pope having 
appointed him his Nuncio at the Court of Portugal ; 
and during his Refidence there, he refus‘d the }i- 
fhoprick of Ancona, which his Holinefs offer’d him: 
He was made a Cardinal on the 7th of June 1707. He 
continued in Portugal till January 1711, when he re- 
turn’d to Rome with the Title of Vice-Protector of 
the Affairs of that Kingdom: In 1712, the late Pope 
made him Bithop of Viter}o, of which he took Pot 
feflion, and voluntarily refign’d it in March rq19. He 
was appointed Prefeét of the Congregation of the 
Confines in 1718, and eminently diftinguifh’d him- 
felt in the other Congregations, into which he was 
admitted by Clement XJ. The Family of Conti is 
one of the four chief Families of Rome; and the 
three others, to every one of which that of Conti 
is ally’d, are thofe of Colonna, Urfins ox Orfino, and 
Savelli; but this laft is extinét: That of Conti has 
been divided into feveral Branches, of which there 
are Now none remaining except that which is efta- 
blifh’d in this City, which has turnith’d feveral Cardi- 
- and Generals of great Reputation : The new Pope 

as two Brothers and one Sifter; the eldeft brother 





is Fofeph Conti, who, im 1677, when he marry'd 
Lucretia Colonna, Aunt of the two prefent Co/onna’s 
the Conftable and the Cardinal, went by the Name of 
Duke of Guadagnolo, but at the Death of his Father 
took that of the Duke of Poli : He has three Sons, all 

CL 
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of whom are old enough to enter into the Prelature, 
and great Offices. His fecond Brother is call’d Ber- 
mard- Maria Conti, who was a Benedictine of Monte- 
Cafino, but made Bithop of Terracina in 1710: His 
Sifter 1s Hyacintha Conti, who marry’d Fo/eph Cefi Duke 
of Agua-Sparta, who has left by her feveral Children; 
among others, the prefent Duke of 4gua-Sparta, the 
Abbot his Brother, and the Princefs Ru/poli, Dutchefs 
of Gravina: The Eldeft of the Family of Conei is He- 
reditary Great Mafter of the Apoftolick Palace, which 
entitles him to the Privilege of affifting in all Ponti- 
tical Chapels, where he performs the Funstion of In- 
troductor of Foreign Princes, and of other Perfons of 
that high Rank. The Arms of this Family are, Gules, 
an Eagle checquer’d Or and Sable, and the Efcutcheon 
is fupported by a Sort of Trophy compos’d of two 
Pieces of Cannon firing from amongft 8 Colours and 
6 Standards. When the Mafter of the Ceremonies had 
drawn up the new Pope's A& of Acceptation, the two 
chief Cardinal-Deacons led him before the Altar of 
the Chapel of Sixtus, where he faid a thort Prayer ; 
after which he went into a private Koom, where they 
took off his Habit of Cardinal, and put on him a white 
Caffock, a Kochet, a purple Comail, a red Cap, and 
Shoes embroider’d with a Crofs of Gold: Being thus 
clad in the Epifcopal Vefiments, he was then placed 
before the Altar in the Papal Chair, where the Cardi- 
nals paid him their fiift Refpeéts by kifling his Hand, 
the Fope, mean while, embracing them one by one; 
after which Cardinal ¢lbani. as Chamberlain, put on 
his Finger the Ring of the Fitherman: This Ceremo- 
ny ended, Cardinal Pamhili, as chief of the Cardinal- 
Deacons, accompany d by the Mafter of the Ceremo- 
mies bearing the Crofs, went about 11 in the Morn- 
ing to the Balcony, call’d, Of che Benedi#in, which 
looks into the square of St. Peter, where, after having 
prefented the Crofs, he proclaim’d the Election of the 
new Pope as ufual; which being already noifed about 
in the City, the whole Square was crowded with an 
infinite Number of People, who recciv’d the News 
with loud repeated Acclamations of Long live Pope In- 
nocent the Thirteenth, Vhe Acclamations were follow’d 
by the Sound of Trumpets, Beat of Drums, feveral 
Salvo’s of Fire-Arms of the Troops that were drawn 
up in the Square, by a general Difcharge of the Ar- 
tillery of the Caftle St. dngelo, and by Ringing of ~ 
- the 
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the Bells. After this Proclamation, the Pope was 
conduéted by the aflifting Cardinals into the Cell of 
Cardinal Albani, where he dined, and his Table was 
magnificently ferved. During this Dinner, Cardinal 
de Rohan gave a {plendid Entertainment in Cardinal 
de Noailles’s vacant Cell, to the Cardinals Orzoboni, 
Gualtievi, Acquaviva, de Biffy and d’ Althan, the Duke 
ot Poli and the Bilhop of Terracina the Pope’s Brothers, 
his 3 Nephews, the Duke of Tallard, the Abbot de 
Rohan, the Biihop of Sifferon. Don Charles and Don 
Alexander Albani. About five in the Afternoon the 
Partitions of the Conclave were open’d, and the two 
chief Cardinal-Deacons, having taken off trom the 
Pope the Rochet, Camail and Red Cap with which 
they had array’d him in the Morning, he was drefs’d 
anew in an Amiét, an Albe, a Stol», a Girdle, and 
the Pontifical Cope, and having his Mitre on his 
Head, was feated onthe Altar of the Confeflion of 
the Apoftles, where, in Sight of a prodigious Con- 
courfe of People, the Cardinals kifs’d his Feet and 
Hand, after which he embrac’d them as in the tormer 
Ceremony ; and this is what is commonly call’d rhe 
Adoration. This ended, he was conducted with the 
ufual Ceremonies into his own Apartment, where the 
Officers of the Palace began to ferve him. Sig. Falco- 
nieri, Governor of this City, came to the Feet of his 
Holinefs, and deliver’'d up to him the Jruncheon, 
which is the Badge of his Authority: The Pope 
took it in his Hand, and made a long and prudent 
Difcourfe on the Duties incumbent on that Office ; 
then gave it again to that Prelate, exhorting him to 
continue to render Juffice, and to execute the Civil 
Power with the fame Exactitude he had hitherto ob- 
fervd. About rr in the Night the Pope was waked 
out of his Sleep to detire his Blefling in Articulo Mor- 
tis (at the Point of Death) for Cardinal Paracciani, 
who dyd about One in the Morning on the oth In- 
ftant: His Name was John Dominico; he was born in 
this City onthe 6th of Aueuf, 1646: The izth of 
May, 1906, he was made Cardinal Prieft wich the 
Title of St. Anaflafivs : He was Prefect of the Congre- 
gation of the Buihops and Regulars, and Vicar of 
the Pope inthe Diocefe of Rome: By his Death there 
is afourth Vacancy in the Sacred College. The fame 
Day (the oth) the Pope fent to offer the Dignity of 
Vicar to Cardinal Paulucci, who accepted not of it 

till 
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till next Morning. The Sacred College having cares 
fully avoided to infringe the Bull of Innocent XII, 
againft Nepotifm, in Favour of Don Carlo Albani, New 
phew of the late Pope, his prefent Holinefs, who lays 
hold of all Opportunities that are practicable, not to 
deprive that Family of the Prerogatives that are ufu- 
ally annex’d to the Quality of Nephew, has order'd 
Don Carlo to be prefent at the Throne (al Soglio) on 
Sunday the 18th Inftant, which is the Day appointed 
for the Ceremony of his Coronation. 





Rome, May 20. 
UNDAY the 18th being the Day appointed for 


«) the Pope’s Coronation, that Ceremony was per- 
form’d in the following Manner. A Place was inclos’d 
in the Portico of §S. Peter's Church before the holy 
Gate, where a Throne was erected under a Canopy, 
with Seats on each Side for the Cardinals: In the Cha- 
pel of the holy Sacrament was an Oratory, cover’d 
with red Velvet, and Cuthions of the fame, for his 
Holinefs: The Clementine Chapel, where ftands the 
Altar of S. Gregory the Great, was got ready in like 
Manner, and ali the Ornaments for the Pontifical Ce- 
lebration of Mafs were plac’d upon that Altar; thofe 
of the Cardinal Deacon of the Gofpel, and of the A- 
poftolical Sub-Dexcon, who was to chant the Epiftle, 
were provided upon a feparate Table: The Seats for 
the Patriarchs, Archbilhops, and Bithops, were plac'd 
behind thofe of the Cardinal-Deacons: The great 
Throne was rais’d under a magnificent Canopy betore 
the High Altar, upon which ftood only one Crofs, 
and feven Candlefticks of Silver gilt behind it, with 
the Images of the Apoftles in Silver; and about the 
Confeffion, or Tomb of S. Peter, were eight large Sil- 
ver Candlefticks with gilt Flambeaux: §. Peter’s Church 
was magnificently adorn’d by Order of Cardinal 4/- 
bani, Chamberlain of the holy See, who is Arch- 
Prieft of it: The Choir for the Chapel-Mufick was 
on the Side of the Gofpel; and Scaffolds were erected 
on both Sides for the Princeffes and Ladies. About 
half an Hour after Nine, the Pope having heard a low 
Mafs celebrated by one of his Chaplains in the little 
Chapel of the Palace, came from thence, drefs’d in 4 
white Caffock, and a Camail of red Sattin, to Sixtus’s 
Chapel, which was made Ufe of that Day as a ~ 
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fing- Room ; He was fupported by Signior Doria, firlt 
Gentleman of his Bedchamber, and by Signior Min- 
cioni, his Cup- bearer ; and was preceded by the Con- 
fervators of the People of Rome in their red Cloaths, 
with Gowns of Tiffue of Gold; by the Rom Prin- 
ces, Dukes, and Gentlemen; the Abbot Ru/poli, Se- 
cretary of the Memorials, and the Abbot Ferrante, his 
Almoner: The two Senior Cardinal- Deacons receiv'd 
him at the Gate of the Chapel, and in Prefence of the 
other Cardinals, who had repair’d thither, excepting 
the Cardinals Marefcotti, Schomborn, S:levno, Paolucci, 
and Pignatelli, who were indifpos’d: Here they put 
him on an Amiét, an Alb, Girdle, Stole, white Cope, 
and Miter. Then one of the Apoftolical Sub- Deacons, 
Auditor of the Hota, in his Cope, took the Crofs in 
his Hand, which the Pope faluted ; and the Proceflion 
began toward the Charch of S. Peter, in the follow- 
ing Manner: His Holinefs’s Grooms of the Chamber, 
drefs'd in red ; the Fifcal of Rome, the Confifto- 
rial Advocates in Purple edg’d with Ermin; the pri- 
vate Chaplains, Chamberlains of Honour, and pri- 
vate Chamberlains drefs’d in red ; the Acolytes, Audi- 
tors of Kota, and Sub- Deacons, in Rochets and Copes, 
fix Chaplains with Miters in their’ Hands; Signior 
Falconieri, Gsovernor of Rome ; the Princes of the 
Throne, and all the Officers of the Pope’s Houfhold : 
After the Crofs went the Cardinals two and two, in 
red Copes; the Deacons firft, then the Priefts, and 
laftly the Bithops, all attended by their Gentlemen, 
Train-bearers, and principal Domefticks: They were 
follow’d by the Confervators of the People of Romie : 
Then came the Pope, carry’d in his Pontifical Chair, 
between the two Cardinal-Deacons who held the Bor- 
ders of his Cope, and furrounded by his Mace-bearers, 
and Swifs Guards, headed by their Officers: Theing 
come to the Portico of S. Peter, he plac’d himfelf up- 
onthe Throne between the two Cardinal. Deacons in 
waiting ; Cardinal Albani, Arch-Prieft of the Church, 
complemented him, and prefented to him the Chapter 
and Clergy, who kifs’d his Feet. This done, the 
Pope got into his Chair again; and entering the 
Church thro’ the great Gate, he advanc’d to the Altar 
of the holy Sacrament, where he took off his Miter, 
and continu’d fome Time upon his Knees praying ; 
atter which, he was carry’d to the Clementine Chapel, 
where being feated on - Throne, the Cardinals 
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were admitted to kifs his Right Hand, and the Patri- 
archs, Archbilhops, and Bithops tu kifs his Knee, 
This Ceremony being pafs’d, an Apoftolical Sub-Dea- 
con came up to the Pope with the Crofs, who rifing 
up and taking off his Miter, gave the Benediction ; 
the Cardinals, Archbifhops, and Biihops ftanding, and 
the reft of the Speétators kneeling. The Pope taking 
the Miter off again, began the Office of Tierce, after 
which he faid the Prayer; and then having wath’d 
his Hands, he was undrefs’d by the Deacon of the 
Gofpel, to be cloath’d with the Peétoral Crofs, Mani- 
ple, Stole, Tunick, Dalmatick, Chafuble, Gloves, and 
Miter: The Cardinals prefented to him the chief Or- 
naments of the three Orders: While the other Car- 
dinals were making their Proceflion round the Choir, 
the firft Mafter of the Ceremonies, with a lighted 
Taper in one Hand, and a Bafon of Tow in the other, 
fet Fire to it thrice, faying as often, Pater fane, fic 
tranfit gloria mundi, Holy Father, thus paffeth away the 
Glory of this World. he Proceflion being finih’d, 
and the Pope return’d to his Chair, the Cardinals 
were admitted to kifs his Cheek and Breait ; and then 





he began the Introibo of the Mafs. After the Confitesr, — 


the Pope went and plac'd himfelf upon his Throne, 
before which the three Senior Cardinal-Priefts faid 
each a Prayer for his Coronation; then the Pope com- 
ing down, and taking off his Miter, Cardinal Pam- 


philio, Senior Deacon, put on him the Pallium or Pall,” 


faying, Accipe Pallinm, fcilicet plenitudinem Pontificals 
Officit, ad Honorem Omnipotentis Dei, 8c. Take the Pall, 
which is the Fullnefs of the Pontifical Office, to the Ho- 
nour of Almighty God, &c. Atter this, the Cardinal- 
Deacon of the Gofpel put three Jarge Diamond Clafps 
upon the three Crofles of the Pall, with which the 
Pope went unmiterd tothe Altar, to receive the or- 
dinary incenfe, and ro tinith the Mafs with its diffe- 
rent Ceremonies. This done, the Pope pull’d of his 
Gloves and Ring, and Cardinal Albani, as Arch Prieft, 
attended by the Canons of S. /eter, prefented to him, 
in the Name of the Chapter, a Purfe full of ancient 
Coin, which his Holine‘s deliver’d to the Cardinal- 
Deaeon of the Gofpel. to be diftributed as ufual. Then 
he was conduétd to the Chapel of the holy Sacrament, 
where he fpent fome Time in Prayer, and was after- 
terward carry d to the Balcony of Blefling, where, in 
Sight of all the Peuple in §. Peter's Square, the se 
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them for the Occafion being firft fung, the Cardinal- 
Deacon upon his Holinefs’s Lett Hand took the Miter 
from his Head, and Cardinal Pamflio, who was on 
his Right, put on the Triple Crown, faying in Larin, 
Receive the Diadem, adovn'd with three Crowns; and 
know, that you are the Father of Princes, the Spiritual 
Governor of the World, and the Vicar of Fefvs Chrift ortr 
Saviour, to whom he Honour and Glory World without 
End. Then the Pope gave his Bleffing to the People; 
who anfwer’d with repeated Acclamations of long 
live Innocent XIII. During this Ceremony, the Ar- 
tillery of Caftle S. Angelo was feveral times difcharg’d, 
and all che Bells rang. Afterward the two Cardinal- 
Deacons publifh’d the Plenary Indulgence in Lavin 
and Italian; and then the Pope gave his Bleffing a 
fecond Time, and fo return’d with his Train to Six- 
ius’s Chapel, where he quitted his Pontifical Veft- 
fnents, and retir’d to his Appartment in the Vatican.

r HE great and general Couit or Affembly of his 
Majefty’s Province of the Maffachufetts Bay hav- 


ing met at Boffon on the sthof March, the Gover- 
for, Samuel Shure, Ef{q; made the following Speech uport 
* that Occafion. 


Gentlemen, ; 

i] Take this Opportunity to affure you, as I have o™- 

ten done before, that I have nothing more at 
Heart than to fee this Province flouriih, and to make 
it eafy, as well as happy under my Adminiftration. 

It is with this View that I have lately affembled. 
fome of the principal Gentlemen and Merchants of 
Bofton, in order to propofe or to receive any Scheme 
that might accommodate the People committed to my 
Care, in the Grievances they complain of, for want 
of a good Medium of Tradé. The Redrefs feems to 
be very much within the Compafs of every Man’s 
Capacity ; 1 mean to be frugal and induftrious, with- 
out which the Mines of Pex and Mexico would not 
make you a profpetous and happy Community. For 
my own Part; it any Propofals come betore the ge- 
netal Affenibly at this Seffions, that. do not tend to

depreciate the Province Bills, and by that means rob 





the thrifty and diligent, or break into our publick . 


Credit, (which will reduce any Country to a State of 
Bankruptcy) my Concurrence thall not be wanting. 

At the laft Seffions there was a Bill drawn, to pre- 
vent any trading with the French at Cape-Breton, cons 
formable to the Treaty of Neutrality ftipulated be- 
tween the two Crowns of England and France; but 
fince it had not then the Affent of the whole general 
Affembly, I muft again recommended it, hoping it 
wil! have a better Fate this Seflions, leaft otherwife 
it thould be thought by the Government at Home, 
that we have more Regard to fome private Perfons 
lntereft, than to his Majefty’s Treaties, or the publick 
Good. 

J} muft obferve to you, that we have been fo un- 
happy Of late, as to have many factious and fcanda- 
lous Papers printed and publickly fold at Boffon, 
highly reflecting upon the Government, and tending 
to diiquiet the Minds of his Majefty’s good Subjects: 
J therefore make no Doubt, that whofoever is 2 Lover 
of the Privileges, Peace, and good Order of this 
Province, wil] be very defirous to have a Law made, 
to prevent this pernicious and dangerous Praétice for 
the Time to come, and more efpecially, fince it is the 
King my Mafter’s pofitive Commands, that no Book 
or Paper ihall be printed without my Licence firlt 
= which you have been lately acquainted 
with. 

I would alfo recommend to your Confideration, 
the fending a Prefent to the five Indian Nations, in 
Conjunction with fome of our Neighbours, who, | 
am inform’d, are by that Means endeavouring to cul- 
tivate a Friendihip and ftrong Alliance with them, 
leaft, fince we were ufed to do it, and fhould now 
neglect it, they ihould hereafter refufe us their Affift- 
ance, when it may prove very advantageous to ob- 
tain it. 

Gentlemen of the Houfe of Reprefentatives, 

Ireceiv'd a Meflage from your Houfe the laft Sef- 
fions relating to my Support, wherein you acquainted 
me, ycu thought 1000/. a Year in Province Bills was 
a fufhicient Allowance. I muft take the Liberty to 
fay, that it cannot be the King my Mafter’s Senti- 
meuts, fince, if you'll make Enquiry, you will — 
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there is no Governor appointed by his Majefty in the 
Britifo Colonies in America, that is fo pocrly fup- 
orted as myfelf, though moft of them are lefs in 
Essent, not fo long fertled, and lefs capable of de- 
fraying the Expence. I likewife fent down to you his 
Majefty’s Inftruétion, with refpeét to a fettled Salary ; 
you excus’d yourfelves from debating upon it at that 
Time, becaufe the Seflions had been long, and ma- 
ny Members gone Home, but you have now another 
Opportunity. 

I hope you will come to as fpeedy a Refolution as 
poflible, in the Affairs thar I have recommended to 
you, that fo you may not be too long detain’d from 
your own private Affairs at this Seafon of the Year.

_ May it pleafe your Excellen 
T muh sent bea great Pleafare and Satisfaction 
to every one that is a true Lover of his Country’s 
Profperity, to fee thofe in the higheft Seat of Go- 
vernment, not only to think of, but ftrenuoutly lay 
out themfelves for the Good of thofe under their Ad- 
miniftration. - Your Excellency was pleas’d to acquaint 
us, that you lately affembled fome of the a 
Gentlemen and Merchants in Bo/lon, with a View to 
the publick Good, that they might propofe or receive 
Schemes for the Relief of this People under their 
Grievances, for want of a good Medium of Trade. 
It thofe Gentlemen, when affembled, did agree upon 
any Method, and had laid the fame before this Houfe, 
it had been very readily receiv’d, and due Confidera- 
tion had thereon: But none fuch as yet hath been 
fhewn forth. 
At the laft Seftions of this Court, a Bill was pre- 
-? for emitting 100,000/. in publick Bills of Cre- 
it for a farther Medium of Trade, and the better 


enabling the Inhabitants of this Province to pay their 
publick Dues; which Bill, after three feveral Read- 
ings, and Debates had thereon, pafs’d the Houfe of 
the Reprefentatives, but hada different Turn at the 
honourable Board, And fince our coming together at 
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this Seflion, being truly fenfible of the Infufficiency 
of the publick Bills of Credit, without a larger Sup- 
ly to carry on the neceflary Affairs and Trade of this 
rovince, we are therefore of Opinion, that it is the 
incumbent Duty of the Reprefentatives to accomplith 
that Matter, as far as in them lies, in the beft and 
fafeft Way that can be thought on. 

We agree with your Excellency, that fhould a far- 
ther Emiffion of publick Bills of Credit depreciate 
thofe already outftanding, it would be of pernicious 
ay Oe pres az the Province : siete ini . 

nd therefore for ‘preventing the fame, did, at the 
lait Seflions, and have again at this, pafs‘d a ’Bill to 
prevent the buying, felling, bartering; or exchang- 
ing Silver Money or Bullion at higher Kates and Prices 
than heretofore ftated by Act of Parliament: Which; 
in our humble Opinion, had fuch an A@ been inade 
by this Government at the firft iffuing out of Paper 
Bills, they had to this Day been in equal Value and 
Credit with Silver Money. And we farther conceive, 
the paffing it now, would not only prevent the Bills 
being farther depreciated, or undervalu’d, but have a 
natural Tendency to bring them up to the Value and 
Efteem they once had. But if any other or better 
Way may be projected, more conducing to effec fo 
great and publick a Good, it will be readily voted and 
accepted of by this Houfe. 

The Reafon why the Bill to prevent any tradin 
with the French at Cape-Breton, did not pafs the Houfe 
the laft Seflions, was not out of Regard to any pri- 
wate Perfon’s Intereft ; for as we then did not; neither 
do we now know, or ate inform’d of any within this 
Government that do trade there; and we humbly pre- 
fume, fhould an Aé& be now made for that Purpofe, it 
could add no Strength or Power to the Treaty of Neu- 
trality mention’d by your Excellency, to which we 
would ever havea due Deference: And if any do 
trade there, and its contrary to any Aét of Parliament, 
thofe Gentlemen commiffion’d from Home to infpeé 
thofe Matters, doubtlefs have, and will difcharge their 
Duty in that Affair. 

It is an unhappy Circumftance attending a well re- 
_— Government, when they have feditious and 

andalous Papers printed, and publickly fold or dif- 
persd. And the moft ready and effective Way to pre- 
yent and hinder all fuch, is for the executive Part of 
Government; 
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Government. at the firft putting forth any fuch fa‘ti- 
ous Papers, ftrictly to endeavour the finding the Au- 
thors thereof, that, upon Conviction, they might be 
brought to condign Punifhment, that fo others might 
hear, and fear, and do no more fo wickedly: And 
ueftionlefs, when a certain Print, call’d, News from 
Robinfor Crufo’s Ifland, was fo publickly difpers’d, and 
given to many Members of this Houfe at the Opening 
the Seflion in July laft, wherein the Contriver of that 
Piece, not being content to compare the Reprefenta- 
tives at their laft May Seflions, to a Parcel of Men, 
who, in an angry Humour, did Things on Purpofe to 
fhew their Spite to your Excellency, and put a pub- 
lick Affront upon you ; but goes on, and to compleat 
his Wickednefs, gives the Lie toa Report of a Com- 
mittee of both Houfes, anda refolve of this Houle 
fent to Mr. Agent Dummer of the 24th of June, 1719 
And thefe palpable Untruths he raifes on the Tranf- 
‘actions of chat late Affembly, to induce the World to 
believe they had done Things Ex Parte with a Wit- 
nefs. Had proper Methods been then taken to dif- 
cover and puniih the Inventor or Publilher of that 
Libel, few or none afterward would have dar’d to 
ublilh any others of that Nature and Tendency. 
yhould an A& be made to prevent the printing any 
Book or Paper, without Licence firft obtain'd from the 
Governor for the Time being,no one can forefee the in- 
numerable Inconveniencies,and dangerous Circumftan- 
ces this People might labour under in a little Time. 

For this Court to fend a Prefent to the five Indian 
Nations, in Conjunétion with fome of our Neigh- 
bours, we cannot think advifeable at this Time; for 
as we kniow not what Number of Families thofe Na- 
tions confift of, neither are we appriz’d of what our 
Neighbours intend to fend them: And for want of 
being let into the Knowledge of thofe Things, our 
good Intentions might prove very difadvantageous to 
the People of this Province in particular; and there- 
fore, before this Government engages in that Affair, 
we conclude it neceffary, that they be fully inform’d 
- - Refolutions of the other Governments on this 

ead.

The following State of the Cafe, relating to the 
Surrender of Mr. Knight, was drawn up by a learned 
Civilian of Brabant, and cannot but be acceptable to 
the Publick. 


A Native of Great Britain, and a Perfon in a pub- 

lick Office, where he had the Management of 
publick Money, being fufpe&ed of Mifdemcanours 
and Mifmanagement, was perfonally and Jegally cited 
to appear before competent Judges, to anfwerto In- 
terrogatories relating to certain Facts laid to his 
Charge; which was comply‘d with accordingly: But 
he (fearing bodily Imprifonment) takes his Mea ‘ures 
to efcape, and actually flies the Kingdom, carrying 
with him (as ‘tis prefum’d) confiderable Suins, as well 
in Money as. Effects. And after having crofsd the 
Sea, and Flanders, and Brabant, as far as to Tirlemont, 
(with apparent Intention of leaving Brabant) he there 
is overtaken, and feiz’d by the Authority of the Go- 


vernment. 
The Queflion is, 

Whether any Potentate, Authority, or Fudge, being 
thereto duly requiv’d, can, with Fuftice, refufe to furven- 
der the Perfon fo arvefted, and hinder. his Kemoval out of 
Brabant, im order to de deliver d up to the Power fo claim- 
ing and demanding him. 

The Opinion is in the Negative. 

In order to. confider the CQueftion throughly, we 
muft, in the firft Place, examine, upon what Founda- 
tion fuch a Refufal can be fuppos'd to be laid sand 

lew 
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fhew that none of them are of any Avail in the pr- 
fent Cafe. 

This Kefufal may be founded upon two Heads: 

The Firft is, the Right of dzylum, or SanGuary, 
fimple and common. 

he Second are, the particular Privileges of Brabant, 
granted to them by the 17th Article of the Joyful En- 
try, * which forbids the Removing of a Prifoner out 
the Province. 

As to the Right of szylum, or Retuge, ‘tis neither 
founded upon Divine Right, nor the Right of Na- 
ture, nor of Nations, but purely pofitive : On the 
contrary ; Suum cuigque tribuere, Es crimina non relinguere 
impunita ; [to give +o every Man his Due, and not to 
leave Crimes unpunith’d, | is agreeable to all Right.And 
in order to diftinguith, whether the pretended Right 
of Azylum can take Place, we mult confider the Cafe 
either as criminal or civil. 

{tis moft certain, that even in Germany (where, by 
Reafon of the great Numbers of Princes and States, 
the Jealoufy of their Privileges, in Relation to the 
Azylum, ox of giving San&tuary and Proteétion ane 
Freijhung| is greater than any where elfe) the Perfon 
now atrefted would never have had the Privilege of 
Azylum: For there ’tis properly defign’d, pro /ubditi, 
&5 etiam forenfibus in principis territorio delinquentibus, 
[For Subjefs, and alfo, for Strangers tranfgrefing within 
the Territories of the Prince.| For which, the decifive 
Reafon in the Cafe of Aliens is, That the Perfon 
committing the Fault or Delinquency within the 
Territory of the Prince, may be faid to violate only 
the Jurifdiction of the Lord, and not of any other 
Prince; and therefore he againft whom the Crime is 
committed, may remit the Crime: [¢it. Pro Forenfi- 
bus : Quod delinquens in Principu territorio folummodo ju- 
rifdidionem Domini, (non vero alterius Principis] viola- 

re

And altho’ upon the Difpuce, Whither a Prince of 
the Empire, fetting up an 4zylum, or San&tuary, in 
any a of his Dominions, can befiow upon it fo 
great a Privilege, as that a Foreigner being a Delin- 

uent, or committing a Crime out of the Dominions of 
the faid Prince [which is the prefent Cafe] can enjoy 
fo far an Immunity, that this Azyinm, or Kight of Re- 
fuge can be of Force and Extenfion to all the Crimi- 
nals in the Empire ? J fay, altho’ the Affirmative of 
the Cafe thus ftared may be probable, grounded princi- 

lly upon this, becaufe the Advocations and Remif- 
ions of Delinquents do now depend upon the Will 
and Pleafure of the Prince of the Territory, whether 
he will fend back the Delinguent at the Inftance of 
the Requirer or not? Yet all Authors agree, That 
thefe Sorts of Azylum (fo commanded in Deureronomy 
and Fofbua) are only fo tar praife- worthy, and ought of 
Right to fubfift, whilft they afford Protection (not to 
voluntary Delinquents, nor to deceitful ones) but to 
imprudent Perfons: Hee Azyla tantun Laudem mereri, 
&8 de Fure fub/ifteve, quando patrocinantur non volunta- 
viis nec dalofis { Den Muihwinligen und vorfetzlichen| fed 
imprudentibyus, 

Now that the Mifdemeanours which a Perfon com- 
mits in his Office, and in the Money depending there- 
on, are voluntary and deceitful Crimes, is as clear as 

offible, and is further evinc’d by the Flight of che 
linquent out of Great Britain; which excludes him 
from the Right of zy/um in all Nations ; more efpe- 
cially he having been perfonally cited, and having 
anfwered to Interrogatories, (which is a Commence- 
ment of a criminal ’rocedure) the Delinquent being 
fix’d and limited to a certain Town, Province, or 
Kingdom for his Prifon; in which Cafe (were there 
no other) the Right of Refuge in a Foreign Country 
is very difputable; I fay, upon this very Head. 

And without entring into the Difcuflion of this 
Queftion, ‘tis not to be believ’d, that the Sovereign 
will ever grant a Protection or Azylum in his Territo- 
ries to a Delinquent who was but a Laffenger thorough 
them, and was already upon the urmoft Limits of them, 
in order to fave himfelf in fome other Country. 


Befides, 
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Befides, it is to be obferv’d, That the German Au- 
thors treating of this Matter, fpeak, de forenfibus, fed 
feb Imperio; [of Foreigners, but fuch as are under the 
Jorifdiction] and not of abfolute Strangers: Foraf- 
much as’’tis commonly receiv’d among all Potentates 
of the Earth, who are not in actual War, (and in 
particular, by the High Allies) that Princes take not 
the Subje&ts or Vaffals of each other into their Pro- 
tection, without their Prince’s particular Confent, let 
the Cafe be either Criminal or Civil, (as Boden, in his 
Treatife, de Republica, very well obferves;) unlefs 
the Perfon fo protected were bini/ved by his Prince. 
This agtees with Solon's Law, which forbids, that 
any Foreigner thould have the Right or Freedom of a 
Citizen in Achens, who was not 4an:/h'd from his own 
Country ; and without giving thee Jnftances, we may 
generally fay, in the Terms of the Law, that the 
Right of Burgefsihip is not loft, nor the Power of 
the natural Prince over his Subject taken away, by 
Reafon of his changing his Place of Abode, or 
Country. 

*Tis very true, that often Princes do draw, and en- 
tice Strangers to them, either upon the Score ot Re- 
ligion, or to people their Country, or in order to 
weaken the Power of their Neighbours, or to gain 
excellent Artificers, and Perfons of fuperior Abilities, 
or upon other Views. But, on the other Hand, we 
likewife fee that all Princes do what lies in their Pow- 
er to hinder this Practice, by forbidding their Subjects 
to quit their Dominions without Leave: Thus ‘tis in 
Britain, Denmark, Sweden, Naples, and elfewhere ; the 
Nobiliry of which cannot abfent themfelves without 
Permiffion. 

And altho’ the Low Countries (epecially Brabant) be 
a very free Country, where, according to the Ordi- 
nances of the Year 1312, Strangers might come and 
Settle their Houtholds, and thefe might atterwards re- 
move themfelves whither they pleaied: Yet Placards 
of the 18 of September, 1567; the sft of July, 1609; 
the isth of November, 1627; with the Notes of Zipens 
de notitia Furs Be'gici, according to the Cuftoms of 
Flanders, by him cited, thew thar this Liberty is very 
much limited in feveral Particulars ; and even in our 
Days we fee the Fifcals exert themfelves, when the 
Caie touches the Prefervation of the Good of the 

State, 
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state, in whatfoeyer Province, City, or Fraternities 
of Trade, (wherein the Diminution, or Difadvantage 
of thes Publick, may be concern’d) it may happen. 
And therefore (over and above the feveral Treaties) 
Princes make By-laws and Ordinances for the Prefer- 
vation of the State. which ought, certainly, to be 
reckon’d among the Fundamental! Laws, tho’ they may 
not perhaps be call’d by that Nanie. And we may 
conclude with Bodinw, that upon this very Account, 
Princes are ufed, among themfelves, to put in Force 
Rogatory Commiffozs, or Letters of Afarque, to make their 
Subjeéts a and to evoke or reclaim the Caufes and 
Suits againft them, (except in Cafes of Right deter- 
min’d ; ) and upon this Point we often fee War de- 
clared between the Princes requiring and refufing. 
Now as to the Second Head, founded upon the par- 
ticular Privileges of Brabant, this ought not to come 
under Confideration till the Perfon arrefted has de- 
clar’d, by fome Remonftrance, that he iafifts upon it, 
and pretends to make his Ufe of it.For whofoever builds 
upon a Privilege, ought to alledge and prove it firft. 
However, whilft we are in the Dark, whether fuch 
emonftrance was ever made or not, we may venture 
to fay, that this Privilege can no Way operate in the 
prefent Cafe, All chat the Perfon arrefted can alledge 
muft be, that the Text of the Joyful Entry; inthe 17th 
Article, wherein it is faid, Whatfoever Perfon, Sc. 
comprehends in general, and without Diltin¢tion; 
Reftriction, or Modification (in Refpeé to the Perfon 
arrefted ) all Sorts of People, whether of Brabant, or of 
all che Low Countries, or any other Way a Subject of 
the Prince, or an utter Stranger; and that this Pri- 
vilege is real, and attached and annexed to the Land 
of Brabaut: But if any one would dive into the true 
Senfe of this, they would find that the Meaning of it 
muft be, when a &rabander is made a Prifoner in Bra- 
bant, the Duke thall neither caufe, nor fuffer him to 
convey’d 4 Prifoner out of the Land of Brabant. 
he Word, S00 wat Perfoon, finds it Signification in 
ee Pesfon of a Subject of Brabant, of whatfoever 
ondition or Sex it may be, whether Man or Wo- 
man, Ecclefiaftick or Secular, Noble or Ignoble. The 
Word Gevangen, or Prifoner, fignifies properly a Criminal 
Prifoner ; and the Meaning is, that a Brabander being 
there made Prifoner, fhall be abfolutely and finally 
judged by Judges o Brabent, and according to the 





Laws 
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Laws of Brabant {as in England, all Perfons ave to be 
try'd by the Vicinage.| This fon in its felf is good and 
juft, and this correfponds with many other of the 
Articles in the fame Joyful Entry, which fpeak of 
Judges, and the Fxecution of Juftice ; but if we fhould 
ftretch the Interpretation of it to Strangers, indiffe- 
rently, it would become very unjuf, 

All Privileges are to be regularly taken upon the 
Foot of Remuneration; and thou'd this Article be 
conftrued fo generally, as to extend to Strangers, it 
would follow, that all Nations in the World had me- 
rited trom the Brabanders and their Duke. 

In the Duke of d/va's Time, this Matter was pufhed 
very far in Favour of the Belgian Provinces in general 
(they teing all then united under the fame Sovereign) 
but never in Favour of abfolute Strangers. And altho’ 
we fhou'd fuppofe that Great Britain had merited very 
much at the Brabanders Hands, would it therefore fol- 
low, or be thought Juftice, that a Frivilege ought to 
be allow’d in Favour of a particular Subje# of Great 
Britain, to the Difadvantage of that King, the King- 
dom or the States of it ? Ought this Merit to be re- 
turn’d the quite contrary Way? 

In fine, let us take this Privilege in the moft gene- 
ral and comprehentive Senfe ;-and for as ftrong and 
fundamental a Law as fome would have it: I am go- 
ing to prove, that ic can have no Manner of Opera- 
tion in the prefent Cafe. — 

By the zqth Article of the Foyful. Entry it’s ftipu- 
lated, that the Duke fball not fuffer his Subje&s of bra- 
bant fo arreft or implead each other out of the Furifdition 
ef Brabant: And you may note, by the Way, that this 
Law binds and obliges a Subje&t of Br abant, tho’ he be 
out of the Prince’s Territory; and this thews, that 
as well in Brabant as elfewhere, what we afferted be- 
fore is true, viz. That the Power of the Prince over 
his Subjeét is not loft or impair’d by the changing 
his Place of Abode or Country ; and moft certainly 
can never be fuppos’d otherwife, quando mutatio eft 
momentanea, when this Change is of a fudden, and 
but for athort Time: And every Man will readily 
believe, that it this Cafe thould happen in Great Bri- 
tain, the King would give a fpeedy Redrefs upon the 
firft Requifition and Inftance of the Duke of Bra- 
hant. Thefe two Privileges, contain’d in the 17th and 
24th Articles (whereof the Second, taken generally, is 

more 
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more ftrong than the Firft) ought, with great Keafon, 
to lie under the fame RefiriGtions and Modifi-ations. 
The Second is aétua!ly modity’d in Terms by the faid 
2qth Article, wherein thefe Words follow immediate- 
ly thofe before quoted, unle/s the Perfon to be arrefled 
be a Fugitive ; if then, a Brabander may lawfully arselt 
his Debtor Brabander out of that Conntry, in Cafe he 
be a Fugitive, it is much more equitable to grant the 
fame Privilege in Brabant to Strangers. 

But further, whoever perufes the Treaties between 
England and the Sovereigns of Brabant, will tind by 
them, that the Obligations between thefe two Natiohs 
are much ftronger than between Brabant and any o- 
ther onan Country. The Treaty of 1495, confirmd 
by feveral fubfequent Treaties, viz. thofe of 1604, 
1630, and 1660, contains this Claufe, as tranflated 
out of the Latin, Chap. 17. That any Subje# of either 
of the two Princes, alleding, that his Debtor w ju/fily 
fufpe%ed to be a Fugitive, the faid Dehtor ought to be 
put and held under Asveft, unlefs he proves, that he ought 
not to be fufpedted ‘of being fuch Fugitive. Fut here the 
Queftion is not between particular Subjeéts of the dif- 
ferent Potentates, whereof the one is barely fufpected 
of Flight; but wherein a King, a Kingdom, a whole 
Nation are concern’d, purfuing a Subje, truly a Fugi- 
tive, by fuch plain Proots as admit of no Contradi- 
ation: A Subjeé in a publick Office, entrufted with 
the Management and Difpofal of vaft Sums of Money, 
whereon depends the Publick Credit of the whole 
Nation: A Perfon who ought to be fent back to be 
judged according to the Laws of his own Country; it 
being a Thing impoflible, that thofe Laws fhould 
be thoroughly underftood by any judges of a foreign 
Country. 

And who can imagine, that the Sovereign of Bra- 
bant, fhould refufe to fend him Home, confidering, 
that by the Stipulations in the Treaties, the two Princes 
have oblig’d themfelves reciprocally to procure and 
promote, in all Things, whatfoever fhall be to the Ad- 
vantage of each of them, and of his Nation ; and alfo, 
to hinder every Thing that may be any Ways hurtful ? 
And as to the States of Brabant, how thould they dare 
to oppofe the Surrender and Retarn of fuch a Crimi- 
nal? Surely, they would not. be willing that the like 
fhould happen in their own Cafe, if one of the Re- 
ceivers of publick Money fhould run away and take 
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Shelter in Great Britain.. There is a Rule which is ve- 
ry good and natural, which dictates, Quod tibi non 
nocet, alteri Prodeft, facile eft concedendum ; Maxime dum 
non folum non prodeffet, fed multum noceret fi non fieret, 
Whatfoever does ycu no Hurt, and does another Perfon 
good, ought to be ecfily granted ; but efpecially, when it 
would do no good, but might do a great deal of harm if it 
were not done. Now no body can fee what Harm of 
Injury it would do the Brabanders, if the Perfon ar- 
refted were fent over; or to their Privilege, whertof 
the Senfe and Meaning has been declared dubious 
by the A& of the Magiflrate of Bruffels, made the 6t 
Day of O@rher, 1692, and fign’d A. Jacobs, at the In- 
fiance of the Scout of Amferdam again Peter Baltazar 
Lievens, a Kankrupt of Amflerdam, detain’d a | rifoner 
in the /rxxt, (a Prifon fo call'd at that Time) the 
Words of that Act are, That whereas ihe Prifoner plead- 
ed, that tle Privileges of Brabant ought to operate in his 
Favour, although he was neither a Brabander nor Subjet 
of bis Majefty ; under the Pretext, that the Article was 
couched in gexeral Terms 5 therefore, in order to avoid any 
Infradion, it was vefolv'd, to leave-the Senfe and Iater- 
pretation of it to the Council of Brabant ; Which at laft, 
was finally determin’d and put beyond a!l Doubt by 
the Decree of the Governor General, with the Advice 
and Confent ef the faid Council, and of the Eftates. 
By Vittue of which, the Prifoner was furrender’d, and 
put into the Poffeflion of the Refident of the States- 
General of the United Provinces. 

There were thefe further Differences and Specialities 
between this and the prefent Cafe, That the faid Lie- 
vens Was a Roman Catholick ; and alledg’d, that he 
retir’d into Brabant, in order to have the freer Exercife 
ot his Religion: That he came into Brabant, with a 
Defign to fettle his Houihold and Family there 5 that 
he had already tor a long Time dwele there ; that the 
jurifdiGtion of the Judge over him in Holland, was not 
yet thoroughly founded by any Aé of Summons, or 
otherwife. 

In the prefent Cafe it is therefore moft certain, that 
the Requifitories, or Inftances of his Majefty of Great 
Britain’s Minifters ought to take Place, notwithftand- 
ing al] Privileges of this Nature; which, according to. 





the, Opinion of the before-cited Zipew, (in his In- 
troduétion) might even be abrogated. His Words are 
as follows——Sed €9 hac ipfa (Privillegia.) frequentem pa- 
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tiuntur abrogationem, fi quod in utilitatem publica confide- 
vationis conceffum eft, incipiat vergere in nimium damnum, 
vel etiam modum excedat: Et etiam poffuxt ipfi Ordines 
privilegia conceffa remittere, dummodo caufa aliqua fubjic ; 
imo poteft Princeps Leges publicas &5' promifja non tenere fc 
ivvationabiles fint vel deveniant, @ aliud fJalu — 
exigat.——— But thefe very Privileges do frequently bear an 
Abrogation, if what was at firft granted for the Sake of 
the Publick elfare, foould begin to turn to its great De- 
triment, or foould exceed a juft Meafure ; and the very 
States themfelves can, upon Occafion, vemit the Privileges 
granted to them: Nay, the Prince may fufpend the pub- 
lick Laws and his Promifes, if they be or become unreafon- 
able, and the Pubick Safety require it. 

And it’s believ’d, for this very Reafon, at the Time 
ot the Foyful Entry of Philip the Second, (Charles the 
Fifth of immortal Memory, being then prefent and 
aflifting, in the Year 1549.\ after feveral Conterences 
and Debates held between the Prince and the States 
(by Commiffaries, who thoroughly underftood the Au- 
thority and Superiority of the Prince, as well as the 
Original Rights and Privileges of the Country) upon 
Occafion of a or moderating the Articles, ac- 
cording as they fhould be obfervable, or non-obfervable, 





in Refpeé to the Promife made by the Prince, to ob+ 


ferve them in the laft Article but one that this 
Claufe was added,———/o far as the faid Articles ave to 
be obferved, or are obfervable; which Claufe has 
ever fince been inferted in all the fubfequent Joy- 
ful Entries. And we think it’s fufficiently demon- 
ftrated, that the Privilege in Queftion is among the 
Number of the Non-obfervables with Kegard to Fo- 
reigners: And namely, in the Cafe of a Subject of 
Great Britain ; who, befides all the forgoing Reafons, 
was in F nea: juit ready to run out of Brabant it 
felt, and has thereby render’d himfelf unworthy of any 
Privileges belonging to a Brabander, Thus far the 
learned Civilian of Brabant.

HE Ceremonies obferv’d in the Eleétion of Knights 

of the Moft Noble Order of the Garter, noc having 
been inferted in any of our Regi/fers, we think fit to take 
the Opportunity of the Eleétion lately made in the Perfons 
of the Duke of Grafton and Earl of Zincolz, to give the 
Particulars of that Solemnity. . 


His Majefty having determin’d on the 27th of March, 
to hold a Chapter of the moft Noble Order of the Garter, 
the Knights Companions Refident in and near Londm, 
were fummon’d by Virtue of Letters from the Lord Bifhop 
of Salisbury, Chancellor of the Order, fignifying the So- 
vereign’s Pleafure for their perfonal Appearance at Sr, 
Fames’s that Evening ; whereupon his Royal Highnefs the 
Prince, and ten other Knights Companions, habited in 
their Mantles, together with the Chancellor, Garter King 
of Arms, and the Gentlemen-Ufher of the Black Rod, 
Officers of the faid Order, wearing their different Badges 
and refpective Mantles, waited his Majefty’s Coming, 
in the Apartment next to his Clofet: And upon his Ma- 
jefty’s Appearance, robed in the Mantle of the Order, 
Garter, by the Sovereign’s Command, called over the 
Names of the Knights Companions, beginning with the 
Juniors, and then the Proceflion to the Counci] Chamber 
was in the following Order, wherein the Juniors went 
firft, and thofe Knights whofe Companions were not pre- 
fent went Single, viz. 

On the Left On the Right 
Earl of Sunderland, and Duke of KingSton a-breaft. 
Duke of Newcaftle alone. 
Duke of Montague, and Duke of St. A/bans a-breaft. 
Duke of Bolton alone. 
Duke of Kent alone. 
Duke of Argyll, and Duke of Devonfhire, a-breaft. 
Duke of Richmond alone. 

Garter King of Arms having the Gentleman-Usher of 
the Black Rod on his Left-hand. 

The Chancellor of the Order with his Purfe and Seal. 

The SOVEREIGN. 

Having thus entred the Chapter-Room, the Knights 
ftood behind their feveral Chairs, plac’d according to the 
Situation of their Stalls in the Royal Chapel of Windjor, 
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till rhe Sovereign had feated himfelf in a Chair of State, 
when the Knights Companions feated themfelyes by h® 
Majefty’s Leave, the Chancellor of the Order ftanding near 
his Majefty, and Garter King of Arms having the Black 
Rod on his Left-hand, at the lower End of the Table. 
The Chancellor, by the Sovereign’s Command, declar’d 
his Majefty’s Intention that the Vacancy occafion’d by the 
Death of the late Duke of Buckingkamfhire, thould be fup- 
ply’d by the Eleétion of a new Knight Companion: The 
Statutes of the Order prohibiting the Election of any 
Perfon who hath nor aétually receiv’d che Honour 
of Knighthood, the Sovereign commanded Garter to 
bring in Charles Duke of Grafton, Lord Lieutenant of Ire- 
land, whio being introduc’d between Garter and rhe Black 
Rod, kneeled down before his Majefty, and was knighted 
with the Sword of State, and then retird out of the 
Room. Immediately afterwards each Knight Companion 
having wrote down the Names of nine Perfons whom 
they efteem'd qualify’d to be eleéted, that is, three Earls, 
or of higher Degree, three Barons, and three Knighrs, 
to which they feverally fet their Hands; and the Chan- 
cellor having colle‘ted their Scrutinies, beginning wick 
the youngeft Knight, and fo proceeding in Order, pre- 
fenced che fame on his Knee to thé Sovereigns who, upon 
Peruf:] thereof, commanded the Chancellor to declare the 
faid Duke of Grafton duly eleéted : Upon which Garter, 
accompany’d with the Black-Rod, was fent to introduce 
him to the Sovereign to be invefted ; and having broughe 
htm to the Door of the Chapter Room, at the Entrance he 
was receiv’d by the two youngeft Knights, and conducted 
between them up to the Sovereign, with the ufual Reve- 
rences, Garter King of Arms carrying before them on 2 
Cufhion, the Garter (the Enfign of the Order) and a Gold 
George ina Blue Ribbon, having the Black Rod on his 
Left-hand ; and chefe Junior Knights returning to their 
Seats, Garter King of Arms, on his Knee, prefented to the 
Sovereign the Garter, who deliver’d the fame to the two 
Senior Knights, and they buckled ir about his left Leg, 
while the Chancellor read che Admonition enjoin’d by 
the Statuces; and then Garter likewife on his Knee 
prefented to the Sovereign the Blue Ribbon with the Gold 
George, and his Majefty, aflifted by the faid two Senior 
Knights, put it over his Left Shoulder athwart under bis 
Right Arm, who was then kneeling, the Chancellor, ac 
that Time, reading the ufual Admonition ; and then ‘rhe 
{aid Duke of Grafton having kifled the Sovereign’s Hand, 
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and thank’d his Majefty for the great Honour done him, 
rofe up, faluted {everally the Companions, who all congra- 
tulated him, and then he withdrew, 

The Chancellor then declat’d the Sdvereign’s farther 
Pleafure of filling the Vacancy occafion’d by the Death of 
the late Duke of Rutland, and the fame Ceremonies being 
in every Refpect obferv’d, the Right Honourable Hexry 
Earl of Lincoln, Gentleman of his Majefty’s Red-chamber, 
was alfo declar’d duly elected, and invefted with the En- 
figns accordingly. And then the Knights Companioys 
being again call’d over, they return’d in the fame Order 
to the Apartment next to his Majefty’s Clofet. 





On Saturday the rsth of Apri/, a little after Seven j- 
Clock in the Evening, her Royal Highnefs the Princefs of 
Wales was happily deliver’d of a Prince at Leicefer-Honfe, 
there being then prefent in the Room his Royal Highnefs 
the Prince of Wales, the Dutchefles of Dorfet and Shrewsbury;

Their Royal High- 
neffes difpatch’d the Lord Herbert to acquaint his Majefty 
with it, and to make their Compliments, and his Majefty 
was pleas’d cto fend immediately Colonel Negus, Com- 
miffioner for executing the Office of Matter of the Horfe; 
with hisCompliments to their Royal Highnefles. Her 
Royal Highneh’s fafe Delivery being foon made publick by 
the Firing of the Cannon in St, Zames’s Park, an univerfa 
Joy was feen that Evening among all forts of People 
throughout London and Weftminffer, of which the ufual De- 
monftrations were fhew’d by ringing of Bells, Ilumina- 
tions, and Bonfires, 

The 17th his Majefty was pleas’d to make a Vific to 
her Royal Highnefs an this happy Occafian, and to fee 
the young Pririce. 

The 18th, The Lord Mayor and Court of Aldermen of 
the City of London, waited on his Majefty, to congratulate 
him on the Birth of the young Prince ; and Mr. Re- 
gorder made their Compliments to his Majefty, to the fol- 
lowing Effeét :

fons who meet together, and inthe moft impious and 
Z blaf{phe- 
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blafphemous Manner, infult the moft facred Principles of 
our holy Religion, affront Almighty God himfelf, and 
corrupt the Minds and Morals of one another ; and being 
refolv’d to make Ufe of all the Authority committed to 
him by Almighty God, to punifh fuch enormous Offenders, 
and to crufh fuch fhocking Impieties, before they increafe 
and draw down the Vengeance of God upon this Nation; 
his Majefty has thought fic to command the Lord Chan- 
cellor, and his Lordfhip is hereby requir’d to call toge- 
ther his Majefty’s Juftices of the Peace of Midd/efex and 
Wefiminfter, and ftri€tiy to enjoin them, in the moft ef.

upon fo impertant an Occafion ; to which End his Lord- 
ihip is to acquaint them, that, as his Majefty for himfelf 
has nothing more ac Heart than to regard the Honour of 
God, fo impioufly ftruck at, and is determin’d to thew all 
Marks of Difpleafure and Difcouragement to any who may 
lie even under the Sufpicion of fuch Praétices 5 fo he fhall

V Hereas nothing is more likely to be of fatal Confe- 
quence to the Healths and Lives of our Subjects, 
than the ill compounding or making up of Medicines, to 
be adminifter’d to Perfons afflicted with Sicknefs, contrary 
tothe Prefcriptions of their Phyficians, befides that a grofs 
Deceit thereby would be put upon the Patients: And 
whereas there has been compiled, in the Latin Tongue, a 
by the College of Phyficians of London, a Book, intitle, 
Pharmacopeia Londinenfis, prefcribing and directing Apc 
thecaries, the general Forms of difpenfing and compounc- 
‘ing all Sorts of Medicines, diftilling Oils and Waters, and 
making fuch like Extracts, together with the true Weights 
and Meafures, by which they ought ro be made; which 
Book, through the great Care and Induftry of the faid 
College, has been lately revis’d and amended, and is now 
perfected, and ready to be publifh’d, and isa Work which 
will greatly tend to the publick Good of our Subje¢ts, by 
preventing all Deceits, Differences, Varieties, and Uncer- 
tainties in making or compounding of the Medicines, and

And we do hereby 
ftritly charge and command all our loving Subjects, as 
they will anfwer the contrary at their Perils, that they 
do not any ways conceal, but do difcover them the 
faid Dofor Gaylard and Nathaniel Wilkinfon, to the End 
they may be fecured. And for the Encouragement of 
all Perfons to be diligent and careful in endeavouring 
to difcover and apprehend them the faid Defor Gaylard 
and Nathaniel Wilkinfon, we do hereby further declare, 
that whofoever thall difcover and apprehend them the

Me Reverend and Right Reverend Fathers in 
God, we Greet you wel]. Whereas we have been 
given to underftand, That divers impious Tenets and 
Doétrines have been of late advanc’d and maintain’d 
with much Boldnefs and Opennefs, contrary to the 
great and fundamental Truths of the Chriftian Reli- 
gion, and particularly to the Doétrine of the Holy and 
ever Bleffed Trinity; and that moreover divers Per- 
fons, as well of the Clergy as Laity, have prefum’d to 
opagate fuch impious Do&rines, not only by publick 
Difoomfs and Converfation, but alfo by Writing and 
Publithing Books and Pamphlets in Oppofition to the 
faid Sacred Truths ; to the great Difhonour of Almighty 
God, the Difturbance of the Peace and Quiet of this 
our Church and Nation, and the Offence of all pious 

and fober minded Chriftians. 

We therefore, out of our Princely Care and Zeal for 
preferving the Purity of the Chriftian Faith, of which 
we are, under God, the chief Defender, and alfo for 
preferving the Peace and Quiet of Church and State, 
do ftriGtly charge and require you our Archbifhops and 
Bilhops, to whom, under us, the Care of Religion 
more efpecially belongs, that you do, without Delay, 
fignify to the Clergy of our Diocefes this our Royal 
Command, which we require you to fee duly publith’d 
and obferv'd; namely, That no Preacher whatfoever, in 
bus Sermon, or Le@ure, do prefume to deliver any other Do- 
rine, concerning the great and fundamental Truths of our 
moft holy Religion, and particularly concerning the Bleffed 
TRINITY, than what ave contain'd in the Hely Scrip- 
tures, and are agreeable to the Three Creeds, and the 
Thirty nine Articles of Religion. 

And whereas divers good Laws have been enacted 
for the Reftraining the exorbitant Liberties aforefaid, 
one particularly in the Thirteenth Year of Queen Eli- 
zaheth, Intitulcd? 4n AG for Minifters of the Church to 
be of found Religion ; by which it is provided, ¢ That
